In a major shakeup of the Wheeling 


Police Department, Capt. Peter Guttllla 
has been named chief of police, and 
Chief M. 0. Horeher administrative as- 
slstnnt to tho village manager. Guttllla 
has served as acting police chief since 
last July. 


Roger Strieker, director of public safe- 


ty and administrative assistant, will 
transfer to the police department as a 
patrolman. Strieker's job as director of 
public safety will be discontinued. 


THE DECISION, announced Friday 


and effective March 7, was made be- 
cause Horcher's sick benefits terminate

New chief sees few changes

Capt Peter Guttllla said when he be- 


comes Wheeling Police Department's 
new chief there will be few changes in 
the department . 


"Actually, there 
will 
be 
nothing 


changed other than my title," he said. 
Guttllla Has been serving as acting police 
chief since lost July when ho was ap- 
pointed In take over the duties of Chief 
M. 0. Horeher, who was on sick leave. 


Guttllla said, however, he hopes to be 


able to Increase the number of police on 
the road. "That's where we need them," 
he said. "We don't need them inside." 


ACCORDING TO Guttllla, a rcorganl-. 


ration of the present administration of 
the department will free more men for 
patrol. Ho said ho planned to combine 
several of the Internal duties so that they 
could bo handled by fewer people. 


Gultilla olio said he would ask the vil- 


lage board for an Increase In the depart- 
ment's size. He said with the growth of 


the village, more police were needed for 
patrol. "Tho public deserves this type of 
protection," he said. 


Although Guttllla is hoping to increase 


the size of his department, he explained 
he has not yet received approval from 
tho village board. "I hope to, but wheth- 
er I'll be able to or not, I don't know," he 
said. 


With increased manpower for tho po- 


lice department, Guttilla said he would 
also like to Initiate two-man patrol cars 
on the 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. shift "for safety 
reasons." 


IN-SERVICE TRAINING for police- 


men Is also high on Guttllla's list of pri- 
orities. "I hope to give as much in-ser- 
vice training as I possibly con and still 
keep the men on the road," he said. 


Guttllla plans to ask the village board 


for funds to send several policemen to 
various training schools during the com- 
ing year. He is proposing special training

Changes to save estimated $16$000 


The reorganization of top personnel In 


the Wheeling Police Department is esti- 
mated to save the village approximately 
$10,000 In Ihc coming year. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said tho 


village will no longer be paying a salary 
for the position of captain, which was 
held by Capt Peter Guttilla at $18,000 a 
year. Guttllla will, however, receive a 
$2,000 raise along with his promotion to 
police chief. 


The village will also save money in the 


position of administrative assistant In 


that position, Roger Strieker earned 
$19,000 a year. 


The new administrative assistant, M. 


0. Horeher, will be paid $9,000 a year by 
tho village. Horeher will receive addi- 
tional money from the police disability 
pension fund, but will no longer receive a 
police chief's salary. 


Strieker, as a patrolman, will earn ap- 


proximately $10,000 a year, a salary re- 
duction of about $9,000. 


March 6. This meant the village either 
had to return Horeher to his duties or 
appoint a new chief of police. Horeher 
went on sick leave last year after suffer- 
ing a stroke. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said Hor- 


eher will not resume his duties as police 
chief on his doctors' recommendations. 


"According to his doctors, he should 


avoid the rigors and stresses of police 
department duties," he said. "His doc- 
tors Indicate that bo is, however, able to 
perform other duties which would not 
subject him to similar rigors and 
stresses." 


As administrative assistant, Horeher 


will be working directly under the village 
manager. Passolt said It Is difficult to be 
specific about Horcher's duties because 
the present village ordinance setting 
forth the role of administrative assistant 
will have to bo revised. 


PASSOLT indicated, however, that 


Horeher will act as village purchasing 
agent, perform various staff assign- 
ments, help with budget preparation and 
assist with tho operation of the village 
bus. 


"One of his main assignments will be 


as purchasing agent," he said. 


According to Passolt, Strieker, re- 


quested to be transferred to the police 
department as a patrolman. "He just 
wants to get into the law enforcement 
field," Passolt said. "He really likes it 
This is definitely at his request." 


Strieker took the patrolman's test last 


fall, and earned first place on the police 
eligibility list. He was sworn in as patrol- 
man in January and was Immediately 
granted a furlough so ho could continue 
his administrative duties. 


THREE VACANCIES on the police 


force wero filled at the time Strieker was 
sworn in, and he became on extra patrol- 
men on furlough. It has not yet been de- 
termined what changes Strieker's trans- 
fer will cause in the police department. 


Strieker concurred that the transfer 


was at his own request. He said that his 
present duties do not allow him to devote 
enough time to study for the courses he 
is now taking at Harper College in Pala- 
tine.

"This job (patrolman) will afford me 


the opportunity to further my education 
and moke a living wage at the same 
time," he said. Strieker said he is now 
taking courses so that he may apply to 
law school and eventually earn his law 
degree. 
• - 


According to Strieker, he will'join the 


police department as a patrolman "just 
like anyone else." 


PASSOLT said that tho position of di- 


rector of public safety will no longer be 
needed once Guttilla is promoted to 
chief. He said the position was originally 
created because Guttilla "was an un- 
known quantity" when he took over the 
force. He said Strieker was to oversee

Nightmare at 5:45 a.m. 


Wilson, Ahlgrim, Freeman never hesitated 


in their efforts to save the Ben Franklin

John Wilson, Warren Ahlgrim 


and Richard Freeman died like 
soldiers in battle. All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they wero 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the rubble of tho basement of 
the Ben Franklin store in down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


The fire began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a.m. A customer who 
entered Joseph Seidel's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke In 
the morning darkness. Scldel im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Deportment, and within a 
few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrlm and 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, owner of the Ben 


Franklin Variety Store, 38 N. 
Brockway, "said ho thought he 
knew where the fire was," said 
Fire Chief Orville Helms. Wilson 
went into the basement furnace 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's In the fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygen units and 
face masks, went down the stair- 
way of the one-story brick build- 
ing. They had more than a 20- 
minute supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrim 
and Freeman were still in the 
basement and the fire raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over. 
Palatine. 


WILSON ALMOST made it out 


of the fiery Inferno. He was 
found at about 8:30 a.m. part 
way up the stairway. 


His body, wrapped in a green 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from the basement And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out Both were taken to > 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that 


all three men definitely died of 
smoke inhalation and that the 
floor above the basement did not 
collapse on the firemen. Appar- 
ently, the men's oxygen supply

was depleted and they suffo- 
cated, he said. 


JOE 
PANNIIAUSEN, 33, of 


435 S. Benton, also a Palatine 
volunteer fireman, slipped on the 
icy surface while fighting the 
blaze and suffered a broken 
ankle. He was treated at the hos- 
pital and released Friday. 


The Palatine Fire Department 


was aided by units from Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows. O t h e r firemen 
from 


throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs came to the scene to give 
assistance. 


And as word spread that the 


three comrades were dead, the 
story was written not only on the 
firemen's faces, but on those of 
hundreds of spectators in the 
downtown area. 


At 9:30 a.m., most realized the 


fate of Ahlgrim and Freeman, 
who were still Inside the gutted 
building. A young Palatine fire- 
man, his face blackened and his 
voice coarse from breathiing 
smoke,' said he just learned of 
the disaster. He was almost cry- 
ing. 


FREEMAN'S FATHER. How- 


ard, battled the fire while his son 
lay trapped. Ahlgrim's brother- 
in-law, Clifford Stelf, also was 
one of the volunteers fighting the 
fire. 


"It was like looking inside a 


furnace," said Lt David Tobin, a 
15-year veteran of the Palatine 
Fire Department To stop the 
blaze, firemen flooded the base- 
ment to the rafters, be said. And 


late in the morning, when the 
fire was contained, 
pumpers 


were used to remove water from 


• 
the basement where Ahlgrim and 
Freeman still were trapped. 


The two bodies were brought 


up the stairs on a stretcher and 
were taken to the hospital by am- 


. balance. Firemen also removed 


60 feet of hose the three men 
took to stop the fire in the base- 
ment. 


John Wente, 25, who rode the 


fire truck with Freeman and 
manned the vehicle, said after- 
wards, "I just don't believe 
it... I just couldn't go to work 
after this." Another Palatine 
fireman nearby said, "Nobody 
will." 


The basement where the men 


died contained toys and other 
items Wilson could not put on the 
shelves, said Henry Babcock, re- 
tall sales manager of the Ben 
Franklin chain stores. 


HELMS ESTIMATED the dam- 


age to the store at some $200,000. 
Much of the structure was pulled 
down late Friday and firemen 
were at the scene because rubble 
was smoldering. 


The Ben Franklin store was lo- 


• 
cated b e t w e e n Colcman's 
Pharmacy and the Left Bank, a 
boutique. They were not struc- 
turally damaged. 


Y e s t e r d a y , many flags 


throughout the area were 
dropped to half-staff in morning 
for the fallen firemen. Helms 
said flags will remain at half- 
staff In Palatine for a week.

Planners hold 
to rejection 
of apartments 


The Elk Grove Village Plan Commis- 


sion held firm Thursday to Its rejection 
of rezonlng for a proposed J6.S million 
apartment complex. The commissioners 
did agree, however, to expound on their 
reasons for opposing the new zoning. 


In a recommendation submitted to the 


village trustees in January, the commis- 
sioners objected to multi-family rezonlng 
of a 20-acre site east of Meacham Road 
and a half-mile north of Nergc Road be- 
cause the zoning was contrary to the vil- 
lage master plan. The plan calls for 
single-family development In the area. 


The land currently Is zoned residential 


In unincorporated Cook County, and the 
developer has asked that the property be 
rezoncd for an apartment development 
as part of a pre-annexatlon agreement 
with the village. 


TRUSTEE ED KENNA said the com- 


prehensive plan 
was not 
sufficient 


grounds to reject the petition and asked 
the commissioners to expound on their 
objections. 


The commissioners said they were un- 


convinced the rezonlng was good because 
there was no evidence to justify changing 
the comprehensive plan or that the de- 
velopment would be an asset to the vil- 
lage. 


The multi-family zoning of the 20-acre 


site also would tend to preclude single- 
family homes on the 80 acres of undeve- 
loped land to the south, which arc in 
ulncorporatcd Cook County, the group 
said. The commission reported that the 
zoning would tend to Increase the value 
of the surrounding land, making single- 
family development Impossible. 


THE COMMISSIONERS also voiced 


concern for the property to the north and 
west of the proposed development, which. 
Is already within the village limits and* 
zoned for single-family housing. If apart- 
ment buildings are erected on the 20- 
acres, then Centex, owner of the neigh- 
.boring land, would be encouraged to re- 
cvalualc Its plan and seek multi-family 
zoning, the group said. 


Villagers express shock, disbelief at Friday's deaths 
Fallen firemen 'were the best': Palatine

"They were Ilio best." 
That was Iho way.one volunteer de- 


scribed his three fellow firemen, John 
Wilson, Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrlm, who were killed Friday In the 
flro that destroyed tho Ben Franklin 
store In downtown Palatine. 


And though they used different terms, 


anyone else who spoke of the dead fire- 
men Friday expressed the same opinion. 
People had an obviously difficult time 
talking about tho men In words short of 
superlatives. 


"They wore all good men who knew 


what to do," Palatine Fire Chief Orvlllc 
Helms said. It was noticeably difficult 
(or Helms to talk about the men and his 
phrases were emotionally short and di- 
rect. 


"JOHN WILSON, he's been here In 


Palatine all his life. Dick Freeman, he 
was born and raised here. Augglo Ah- 
lgrlm was also born and raised here and 
had his own plumbing store here In town. 


"They were well trained. They were oil 


good family men. That's all I can say," 
he murmured before turning away. 


The firemen were killed attempting to 


put out the fire that gutted tho stare ear- 
ly Friday. Wilson, 40, and the father of 
three children, owned the store. Ho had

been a volunteer fireman for 11 years 
and Uko Freeman and Ahlgrlm, was a 
popular resident. 


"He went to the same church that I Jo 


to," Jean Sleeves sold. Mrs. Sleeves Is 
employed at Olscn's Muslcland, a half 
block south of Wilson's store. Mrs. 
Stocvcs said Wilson had a "very flno 
family." The Wilson family had owned 
the store since 1940. 


THERE WAS A hint of disbelief In tho 


voice of Dr. Charles L. Schnlbbcn, when 
he spoke of Ahlgrlm, who had been a 
volunteer since 1964. Schnlbbcn's ortho- 
dontist office is located next to the Pala- 
tine fire department. 


"He was one of tho finest men In 


town," Schnlbbcn said of the 32-year-old 
Ahlgrlm. "He was always doing some- 
thing for the village, like being a volun- 
teer fireman. They don't get paid much 
for that. 


"HIS DAUGHTER Is a patient of mlno 


and he hnd done plumbing work for me. 
He was just a wonderful man," he said. 
"I'm sure If you ask anyone In town, 
they'll tell you the same tiling." 


Two boys who knew Ahlgrlm did. 
"We knew Mr. Alilgrlm," 12-year-olds 


Mike Johnson and Wayne Prochaska 
said. "He was our neighbor. My folks 
have known him since wo moved here," 


Mike, who lives at 360 W. Illinois, said In 
a firm tone. 


"HE WAS ALWAYS very helpful and 


never In a bad mood," added Wayne, of 
384 W. Illinois. "He always played with 
the kids In the neighborhood." The boys 
said Ahlgrlm was the kind of man "who 
would say "hi" to you down the street. 


"We knew him anil that's why we 


came here to see the fire," Wayne said. 


THE THIRD man killed, 25-year-old 


Richard Freeman, had only been a vol- 
unteer for two years. Ills father, Howard 
Freeman, Is a lieutenant on the volunteer 
force and the owner of Zlmmcr Hard-

ware, located a block from the Franklin 
store. 


Ironically, the Frecmans were the sec- 


ond Palatine father-son firemen pair to 
be touched by death In the line of duty. 
In 1946, 24-year-old Wesley Comfort III 
was killed in a truck-train collision while 
en route .to a fire coll. Young Wesley's 
father was the Palatine fire chief at the 
time. 


One volunteer said Friday the elder 


Freeman was among those fighting to 
contain the blaze and save his son. 


"THEY WERE so close to the depart- 


mcnt, too. It was convenient for them 
because Zlmmcr Hardware Is only a half 
block from the flro department," he said. 


THE ONLY other volunteer Injured 


Friday, Joe Pannhauscn, who suffered a 
broken ankle In a fall while fighting the 
fire, said he had known the three "all my 
life." Of his own Injury Pannhausen said, 
"I feel very fortunate." 


While some may argue the deaths 


might have been avoided had the village 
had a full time, professional fire fighting 
force, both Palatine Mayor Jack Moodlc 
and Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said 
the deaths were not due to the fact that 
they were volunteers. 


"They were well-trained men," Braun 


said. 


"The firemen run the risk all the 


time," Moodle said. "A combination of 
circumstances Is what did them in."

Telephone Co. to build a 118-foot commu- 
nications tower in the village. 


The telephone company has asked for 


a special use permit to build a 100-foot 
structure with an 18-foot antenna on Its 
property at Scott Stnct and Hlgglns 
Road. The tower would be used for a 
one-way paging system, which would 
send bc«plng signals to notify customers 
to telephone their offices for messages. 


James Mllloy, bead of real estate sub- 


division operations, said at a hearing 
Thursday that the company plans to 
erect 20 similar towers In the Chicago 
metropolitan area to Initiate the new ser- 
vice. He said the tower In Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Is planned for completion by July 1. 


MILLAY TESTIFIED the tower would

Volunteer fire ranks 
dwindle as suburbs grow

They are tho men around us. They ore 


the barbers, teachers and businessmen. 
And tho real remuneration for a job well 
done Is a pat on the back or a handshake 
from a neighbor, they are tho volunteer 
firemen. 


Out as tho suburbs grow, their ranks 


are dwindling. Suburban municipalities 
simply have outgrown the volunteer sys- 
tem and are In the midst of converting to 
professional firefighters. 


Palatine and Buffalo Grove arc the 


lone municipalities In this area still rel- 
ying almost solely on volunteers. 


Other area flro departments, except 


Arlington Heights where tho volunteer 
system has been completely dropped, use 
volunteers as backup men for large fires, 
substllues for vacationing full time fire- 
men or as night-duty firemen to man tho 
stations In the early morning hours. 


PALATINE DEPENDS on a depart- 


mcnt of 27 volunteers and three fullllme 
men to cover an area of 42,000 resident*). 


Buffalo Grove has three full-time fire- 


men and a volunteer force of SO men cov- 
ering an area of 15,000 residents.

Wilson, Ahlgrim, Freeman never hesitated 


in their efforts to save the Ben Franklin

'John Wilson, Warren Ahlgrim 
and Richard Freeman died like 
soldiers in battle. All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they were 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the rubble of tho basement of 
the Ben Franklin store in down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


The flro began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a.m. A customer who 
entered Joseph Scidcl's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke In 
the morning darkness. Scldel im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Department, and within a 
few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrim and 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, owner of tho Ben 


Franklin Variety Store, 36 N. 
Brockway, "sold he thought he 
knew where the flro was," said 
Fire Chief OrvlUc Helms. Wilson 
went into the basement fumaco 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's In the fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
Ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygen units and 
face masks, went down tho stair- 
way of the one-story brick, build- 
ing. They had more than a 20- 
mlnutc supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrim 
and Freeman were still In the 
basement and tho flra raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over 
Palatine. 


WILSON ALMOST made it out 


of the fiery inferno. He was 
found at about 8:30 am. part 
way up the stairway. 


His body, wrapped In a green 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital In Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from the basement And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out Both were taken to 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that 


all three men definitely died of 
smoke Inhalation and that the 
floor above the basement did not 
collapse on the firemen.

and Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said 
the deaths were not due to the fact that 
they were volunteers. 


"They were well-trained men," Braun 


said. 


"The firemen run the risk all the 


time," Moodie said. "A combination of 
circumstances is what did them In," 


'It'could happen anywhere': chief

Buffalo Grove and Wheeling fire offi- 


cials last Friday said a fire like the one 
that took the lives of three Palatine fire- 
men could occur in their villages. 


"It could happen anywhere, you Just 


never know," said Buffalo Grove Flro 
Chief Wayne Winter. 


Wheeling Flro Chief Bcrnlc Kocppcn 


echoed Winter, saying, "The odds ore 
against you every time you fight a fire. 
Especially If there is a basement. Fight- 
ing a basement (Ire Is the dirtiest, rot- 
tcncst and hardest fire to fight." 


Both chiefs said when a fireman enters 


a building he can never be sure what is 
going to happen. "Things can look fine 
and then it blows up right in your face. 
You Just don't know," Kocppcn said. 


WINTER AGREED, saying that there 


is no set way a firemen should approach 
a burning building. "It comes with expe- 
rience. It's something the book can't tell 
you. An experienced fireman learns to 
size up the situation before going in," 
Winter added. 


Winter said In Buffalo Grove and many 


suburban communities, firemen do not 


get enough experience In fighting large 
fires. "It's good for the people that they 
don't havo a lot of big fires but, it's bad 
for the men because they don't get the 
experience they should," Winter said. 


Both chiefs said no distinction is made 


between volunteers and full-tuners at the 
scene of a fire. "They are all trained 
equally and they share equal responsi- 
bilities," Koeppen explained. 


ALTHOUGH ALL of Buffalo Grove's 


firemen receive equal training, Winter 
thinks full-timers have a decided advan- 
tage because they have had more experi- 
ence fighting fires. "We do this full-time 


while volunteers have another Job in ad- 
dition to this," he said. 


The three firemen killed in Palatine 


were volunteers. 


No Buffalo Grove or Wheeling firemen 


have ever been Wiled In the line of duty. 


Both chiefs said their men are aware 


of the hazards of the job. "They know 
what can happen. This is considered the 
most hazardous Job in the nation," said 
Koeppen. 


Both men stressed that because of the 


hazards facing firemen, fire officials are 
always seeking better and more modern 
means to protect their men. 


Volunteer fireman ranks dwindling

They are the men around us. They are 


.the barbers, teachers and businessmen. 


And tho real remuneration for a Job well 
done is a pat on the back or a handshake 
from a neighbor, they are the volunteer 
firemen. 


But as the suburbs grow, their ranks 


arc dwindling. Suburban municipalities 
simply havo outgrown the volunteer sys- 
tem and are In the midst of converting to 
professional firefighters. 


Palatine and Buffalo Grove arc the 


lone municipalities In this area still rel- 
ying almost solely on volunteers. 


Other area flro departments, except 


Arlington Heights where the volunteer 
system has been completely dropped, use 
volunteers as backup men for large fires, 
substltues for vacationing full time fire- 
men or as night-duty firemen to man the 
stations In the early morning hours. 


PALATINE DEPENDS on a-depart- 


mcnt of 27 volunteers and three fulltlmo 
men to cover on area of 42,000 residents. 


Buffalo Grove has three full-time fire- 


men and a volunteer force of 50 men cov- 
ering an area of 15,000 residents. 


Steps have been taken recently In the 


direction of establishing a professional 
department but these have been slow as 
Palatine officials have resisted abandon- 
ing the 96-year-old tradition of placing 
the burdjn of fire protection on a group 
of volunteers. 


Common sentiment Is that the village 


has been extremely lucky In being able 
to maintain an effective and reliable vol- 
unteer department. And why abandon 
something that is a good deal for the en- 
tire area? 


IT WAS RECENTLY estimated that by 


maintaining a volunteer fire department 
taxpayers save more than $225,000 an- 


nually. Tho volunteers receive $7 for ev- 
ery call they answer and the annual 
budget for volunteer salaries is approxi- 
mately $22,000 compared to a minimum 
cost of $250,000 for a fulltime paid fire 
department. 


Tho 1973-74 proposed Palatine Village 


budget calls for the hiring of three addi- 
tional fulltime firemen. The additional 
firemen were cut from the budget by Vil- 
lage Mgr. Berton G. Braun but last week 
they were reinstated by the Palatine 
Village Board of Trustees at a projected 
cost of $32,000. 


In making his presentation to the 


board, Palatine Fire Chief Orville Helms 
said, "I should have asked for 10 men to 
keep up with the request of the insurance 
company." 


The request was limited to three fire- 


man in hopes the village could maintain 
Its current fire rating issued by the Illi-

. nols Rating and Inspection Bureau. 


THE BUREAU is expected to reeva- 


luate Palatine's fire rating within the 
year. At present Palatine has a Class 6 
rating. The ratings are on a 1 to 10 scale 
with a low number indicating better pro- 
tection. 


Helms had told the board an allocation 


of $32,000 for new firefighters would ac- 
tually save residents money. He said if 
the Insurance rating drops, homeowners 
would pay an estimated $10 to $15 more 
in annual Insurance premiums. 


Village code calls for all new business* 


es to have sprinkling systems but most 
of the downtown Palatine businesses 
don't because they were built before the 
code was adopted.

day. But this (ire at the Ben Franklin 
Store became the most tragic In Palatine 
history, when three firemen died in the 
blaze. 


While the other fires caused just as 


much or more structural damage, fire- 
men fighting those blazes had always es- 
caped serious Injury. 


Just 1H years ago, four downtown 


stores were destroyed or damaged in a 
fire starting in Nelson's Hallmark Card 
Shop, Brockway Street and Palatine 
Road. That store was totally destroyed, 
and the neighboring business, George 


bill's Barber Shop, was a 75 per cent 
loss. Your Hang-Up Boutique and Jim 
Thompson's State Farm Insurance Agen- 
cy suffered smoke damage. 


A FIREWALL prevented the fire from 


spreading to Hanscn Hardware. The 
hardware store had been totally de- 
stroyed In a fire in 1968 and had been 
rebuilt once by owner Gunnar Hanscn. 


The One Hoss Shay restaurant at 45 W. 


Slade St. burned down on July 31, 1970. 
That site Is now the Brown Derby Res- 
taurant. 


Then four months later, a Palatine 


landmark at 26 N. Brockway St. was lost 
in a $65,000 blaze.

Teacher talks hit snag on meetings

In a ground rules meeting Thursday 


night, teacher negotiators stressed that a 
provision for open meetings is part of the 
1972-73 teacher contract. Ken Bates, ne- 
gotiator for the Prospect Heights Educa- 
tion Associaton (PHEA), sold that since 
the contract does not expire until July 31, 
the provision Is also In effect until then. 


Dlst. 23 had open negotiations for the 


first time lost year. A contract agree- 
ment was reached after 13 open bargain- 
Ing meetings and a closed mediation ses- 
sion. The board feels closed sessions 
would shorten negotiations. 


"WE HAVE TO stand by the contract 


as signed by both parties lust year. It 
does extend until August and Is automati- 
cally renewed unless somebody decides 
to change It," Bates told the board team. 


"This item could be part of the procedur- 
al package negotiated this year and thus 
take effect next year. If It were just a 
ground rule, it would not have been 
placed In the contract Itself. Then we 
won't see you until August and then we'll 
cancel the contract," said Henry Vallely, 
board spokesman. 


Vallely said tho board Is "positive" 


that private mcctlns will speed up bar- 
gaining this year. "There are things you 
just can't say In a public meeting that 
can break the thing through. Okay, you 
say you can say It, but you don't say it," • 
he said. 


"We hope this process (negotiations) Is • 


not held up because of the pig-head- 
edness of the board of education," Bates 
said. "This is really a small item. If it . 
had been a ground rule, we probably' 
could have solved this half an hour ago." 


AT ONE POINT.'Bates asked the - 
: 


board team If they would agree to begin- 
ning negotiations In open session and, "if 
after a reasonable time, agree to close 


them if necessary." Vallely said no to 
the proposal 


After an hour and a hall of discussion 


and several caucuses by the teachers, 
the two sides agreed to meet March 15 
just to exchange contract packages. The 
two sides said they would try to have 
both procedural and money packages 
ready at that time.

NOT ALL THE buildings were fires 


waiting to happen. Some of the older 
structures In downtown Palatine are ad- 
mittedly more unsafe with their basic 
wood construction. But others, particu- 
larly those that have been rebuilt follow- 
ing their own fiery losses, meet new vil- 
lage fire codes for smoke or heat detec- 
tors. More effective devices Include In- 
door sprinkler systems with heat sen- 
sors. 


The tragedy Friday was only the sec- 


ond In three decades resulting hi the 
death of Palatine firemen in the line of 
duty. In 1946 two men answering a false 
alarm were struck by a Chicago and 
North Western Ry. train as they drove 
across the tracks. 


Only six weeks earlier, Chicago and 


North Western officials had agreed with 
the village officials to install crossing 
gates at the Brockway Street crossing. 
But they hadn't been Installed on Oct. 1, 
1946, when Leonard Nebel and young 
Wesley Comfort Jr. started the siren and 
left the station on a fire call , 


Both were volunteers, and by coinci- 


dence, Nebel was manager of a grocery 
store — occupying the building now

The (ire that claimed the lives of three 


Palatine firemen Friday was another In 
a long list of major fires that have re- 
sulted la deaths In the Northwest suburbs 
In recent years. 


Though the blaze was the first of Its 


kind In recent memory that caused the 
deaths of firefighters, It was one of sev- 
eral fires that left fatalities In Its wake. 


At least 29 persons have been killed In 


fires In apartment complexes, homes and 
trailer parks In the past four yeass. 


HIE LARGEST single fire disaster oc- 


curred in Arlington Heights Christmas 
Eve of 1071 when seven members of the 
same family were killed after Ihc Christ- 
mas tree In Ihclr home caught (Ire. 


The Robert M. Schaag family, 7<H Lyn- 


don Ln. were victims of carbon monoxide 
poisoning and smoke Inhalation while 
asleep in their home. 


Killed were Mr. and Mrs. Schaag, their 


three children and Mrs. Schaag's par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Leo Stubcr of St. Jo- 
seph, Mich. 


The most recent fire deaths occurred 


In Wheeling just two weeks before the 
Palatine fire. Killed were Mr. and Mrs. 
Michael Dcvltt. 703 S. Merle Ln. 


SINCE DECEMUEK. 1969, 20 Other 


persons have been killed In fires, in- 
eluding several in blazes that took the 
lives of young children. 


In Elk Grove Village and Elk Grove 


Township, seven persons died in four 
separate fires. Including three children 
from one family and two children from 
another. 


In Wheeling, two other fires caused the 


deaths of two persons, Including a Forest 
River volunteer I1 reman who died of a 
heart attack while at the scene. 


Fires In Rolling Meadows killed one 


person but a scries of spectacular blazes 
left hundreds of families homeless. Mil- 
lion-dollar fires occurred in 1969 and 
1970. 


IN ARLINGTON Heights, five persons 


besides the seven killed In, the Schaag- 
home fire died in three separate fires in 
the post three years. 


Additionally. 33 horses were killed and 


more than $500,000 In damages were 
caused by a fire in the backstretch area 
at Arlington Pork Race Track in June, 
1971. 


In Hoffman Estates lost May, three 


children were killed in a house fire and 
In Palatine, where the three firemen 
were killed Friday, three persons died in 
three separate fires.

Forty-five men responded mechanical- 


ly to the clanging of fln> alarms early 
Friday morning that toli of the fire at 
Ben Franklin's In Palatine. But another 
handful of men responded to a signal 
that morning, too. 


They didn't hear the alarm at the sta- 


tion or their home, nor were they obliged 
to tako any action. Friday was their day 
off. 


"When you hear about something like 


that you just have to go to see If you can 
help somehow. Something draws you to 
It." said Wheeling Fire Chief Bcrnle 
Kocppen, who arrived at the fire when It 
was nearly out. 


Kocppen brought two other Wheeling 


firefighters with him. About a half dozen 
off-duty firemen showed up from as far 
away as Morton Grove to help the 30 
Palatine, nine Arlington Heights and six 
Rolling Meadows firemen do their job. 


BUFFALO GROVE and Mount Pros- 


pect firemen also helped by offering mu- 
tual aid to Arlington Heights. The two 
Miburbs sent a truck to Arlington Heights 
to protect the village of 70,000 In case a 
fire broke out while Arlington fire- 
fighters were In Palatine. 


Ukc the firefighters who offered mu- 


tual old, the off-duty men provided a 
stand-by force. 


"We really didn't do anything," Koep- 


pen said of the Wheeling firemen, "But 
we were available, just In case." 


Ralph Pcrrlcone helped pull some of 


the debris out of the way so the bodies of 
the three dead firemen could be re- 
moved. 


"It's a shame that three brother fire- 


men had to die In a nickel fire like that," 
said Pcrrlcone of Wheeling. Nickel fires, 
ho said, were small as compared to big- 
time fires like the one at McCormlck 
place. 


PERRICONE SAYS he attends six to 


eight flrcs'a year that are above and be- 
yond the call of duty. He soys besides 
offering his professional know how to his 
brothers he can also gain some valuable 


oxoeriencc. 


One area firefighter who refused to be 


named almost got too much experience 
Friday. He was temporarily trapped 
while trying to rescue the three men that 
perished. 


Late Friday afternoon, the off-duty 


fireman, one of the first at tho scene, 
had just dried off from his second show- 
er. 


"I don't know why I went, a sense of 


duty, I guess," ho said. "I always carry 
a helmet, coat and boots in my car in 
case I can help out somewhere." 


Tho volunteer said flrcflghting was in 


his blood — four members of his families 
took up his profession. And every time 
he hears about a fire while off duty he 
makes an effort to help. 


"Maybe I could save a life," he said.

Homeowners, township and local officials .address legislative panel

Don't be too quick to kill realty, tax, lawmakers urged

An Arlington Heights housewife and 


mother of seven children told a panel of 
stale legislators Saturday that the as- 
sessment on her 103-year-old home was 
Increased by 63 per cent last fall, based 
on possible future use of the land. 


A retired Evanston man testified that 


his home, appraised at $13,000 market 
value, was reassessed last year and the 
lot on which the house stands was as- 
sessed at $S,tWO, also based on possible 
future use. Ills assessment rose 117 per 
cent, he said. 


They were among a parade of more 


than 30 witnesses who appeared before 
tho legislators at Harper College, both to 
plead for revisions In property tax as- 
sessment procedures and to warn against 
nasty elimination of the property tax. 


THE 
WITNESSES Included home- 


owners, township and municipal officials 
and candidates from tho suburbs and 
northeastern Illinois, and officials of 
various other taxing bodies. 


They presented their arguments to a 


panel of three state senators and one 
representative, one of four legislative 
groups that held simultaneous hearings 
throughout the state on moans of achiev- 
ing tax relief. 


The panel was headed by State Sen. 


David J. rtcgncr, It-Mount Prospect, a 
member of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee and the Illinois Economic and 
Fiscal Commission. It also Included Sen. 
Tcrrcl Clarke. R-HInsdale; Sen. Hay- 
mond J. Welsh. D-Oak Pork, and Rep. 
Daniel M. Pierce. D-Hlghland Park. 


W H I L E MOST witnesses argued 


strongly that some abatement of rising 
property taxes Is sorely needed, most of 
tho homeowners agreed that questionable 
assessment procedures arc tho main 
problem, and several officials pointed 
out that elimination of the taxes could 
only result In tremendous Increases In 
tho state income and sales taxes. 


Mrs. John Thompson, the owner of the 


103-year-old homo, pointed out that Iden- 
tical homes on adjoining lots often are 
assessed at greatly varying rates. But 
she said that It Is nearly Impossible for a 
homeowner to discover the assessments 
on homes of like value or to appeal an 
assessment. In the 10-day limit In which 
she could have appealed her assessment,

she said, there were two weekends and 
two holidays. In addition assessment 
rolls for the village did not appear In the 
paper until two months after the appeal 
deadline. 


Both Mrs. Thompson and Paul Hamcr, 


Wheeling village attorney, asked for sim- 
plified appeal procedures and prompt 
publication of assessments by street ad- 


dress, to allow homeowners to compare 
their assessments with those of their 
neighbors. 


SUBURBAN OFFICIALS who testified 


at the hearing included Marshall The- 
roux, Wheeling township assessor; Jessa- 
lyn Nicklas, chairman of the Harper Col- 
lege board of trustees; Martin Blake, di- 
rector of research and information for 
High School Disk 211; village managers 
Charles Willis of Elk Grove Village; Rob-' 
ert Eppley of Mount Prospect and Bert 
Braun of Palatine; Wendell Jones, Pala- 
tine village trustee and candidate for 
mayor; Raymond Conte, candidate for 
trustee in Palatine, and Virginia Hayter, 
Hoffman Estates trustee and candidate 
for mayor. 


Willis, Epply and Braun all brought 


warnings from their village boards about 
the danger of instituting a freeze on the 
dollar amounts to be collected by proper- 
ty taxes, pointed out that while villages 
receive only about 10 per cent of those 
taxes they ore blamed by many home- 
owners for tax Increases. 


Jones and Conte both argued that mul- 


tiple sources of revenue available to mu- 
nicipalities and their limited dependence 
on property taxes should make It pos- 
sible to eliminate the village property 
tax levy. 


"Of all the governments which receive 


real estate tax funds," Conte said, " lo- 
cal village and muslcipal government 
has the least legitimate claim" to them. 


He pointed out that property taxes are 


nearly the sole income of most special- 
purpose taxing bodies, however. 


JONES SAID the Palatine tax rate had 


declined steadily from 1964 to 1972, but 
this year was increased from 13,68 cents 
per $100 assessed value to 20.68 cents, 
despite added revenue and Increasing tax 
base. 


He said while the 1973-74 tax levy for 


the village Is up $120,000, the village now 
has $82,000 in 1972 revenue sharing funds 
and expects $90,000 this year. In addition, 
the village has a cosh balance of $69,000 
and expects Increases of $48,000 from 
state sales and income taxes, for total 
increases of $290,000. 


Jones said that the legislature in re-

cent years and the home-rule provision 
of the new Illinois constitution had made 
municipal financing greatly flexible, and 
he and Conte argued that proper plan- 
ning by municipalities should result in 
tax reductions. 


Theroux cited California and Texas 


court rulings that may ultimately result 
in drastic changes in the use of local 
property taxes for financing of local 
schools. 


He pointed to three alternatives that 


may be taken if the Supreme Court rules 
that the differences in financing of 
schools in various districts must be elim- 
inated. 


First, Theroux said, the state might fi- 


nance schools by direct allotment, elimi- 
nating the property tax altogether for 
education. The resulting load on the state 
sales and income taxes would be tre- 
mendous, he said. "If only present Illi- 
nois tax sources are considered, we don't 
have to research deeply to note that the 
sheer magnitude of this requirement 
would make the present income and 
sales tax appear nominal." 


A SECOND alternative pointed to by 


Theroux would be simply to levy state- 
wide property tax and distribute it at a 
uniform rate to ail school districts. How- 
ever, Theroux pointed out that districts 
with higher assessed valuations would 
then be making up the sortages in 
poorer districts. 


He said the property assessment per 


student in Chicago, for Instance, is Just 
over $26,000, "considerably higher than 
for the so-called prosperous suburbs." 
He said the assessed valuation per stu- 
dent in High School Dist. 214 is just over 
$17,000. 


The third and more practical alterna- 


tive, said Theroux, would be a statewide 
property tax to be levied, collected and 
disbursed locally. Those districts in 
which the uniform tax rate did not gener- 
ate sufficient income would be reim- 
bursed from statewide taxes. 


Theroux said it must be recognized 


that property taxes will remain the chief 
source of school revenue, and said that 
equalization of tax assessment across the 
state must be achieved. "An owner of 
$25,000 of property in Decatur should re- 
ceive the same state-required school tax 
load as the owner of $25,000 worth of 
property in Rockford or in Wheeling 
Township." 


ALSO TESTIFYING was Alexander 


MacArthur, former chairman of the Illi- 
nois Racing Board, who raises cattle on 
500 acres of land near Algonquin In 
McHenry County. "I need that much 
land to raise cattle, but some assessor 
decides what the highest use is." MacAr- 
thur said revisions are needed in the dis- 
tribution of taxes according to arbitrary 
boundaries. "My cattle live in a library 
district, but my kids can't borrow books 
there," he said. 


But perhaps the most telling testimony 


was not heard by the legislators. While 
the hearings were being conducted, a 
Harper College custodian, working a 
double shift following his normal mid- 
nifiht-to-7 a.m. waited to close up tho 
building. 


At >an annual salary of $8,000, he 


agreed to an 18-hour day because of the 
overtime.

4 may be part of Cook walnut go/iff 
De Kalb arrests spark 
tree robbery probe here 


The possibility four men arrested last 


week for tree stealing In Do Kalb County 
are part of a gang of tree bandits that 
have plundered Cook County Forest Pre- 
serves is being Investigated by police. 


Three of tho men arrested last Friday 


and "caught red-handed," according to 
De Kalb Sheriffs Police, arc from the 
Northwest suburbs. They are Robert Fi- 
carra. •». of 1500 Rand Rd., Palatine; 
Ronald Finn,», and Dale Wells, 33, both 
of 1730 Palm Dr., Mount Prospect. John 
Dorgrud, also arrested, lives In Lake Zu- 
rich. 


"It appears this has been going on for 


some time. And we feel It may have been 
In other counties as well," said Deputy 
Steve Mcsklmcn of the DC Kalb Sheriff's 
Police. Mcsklmcn said his force Is work- 
ing with policemen from five other coun- 
ties, including Cook, to sec if a black 
walnut tree-stealing ring exists. 


BLACK WALNUT trees can net as 


much as $1,000 for a log 35 Inches in 
diameter and 12 feet long, depending on 
the quality. The stealing of the valuable 
trees became evident last year In forest 
preserves In Cook and neighboring coun- 
ties. Last March. It was reported 25 such 
trees had already been stolen from Cook 
County Preserves. Twenty trees have 
been stolen so far this year, some of 
them from tho Ned Brown Forest Pre- 
serve in Elk Grove Township. 


The trees stolen from Ned Brown are 


60 to ZOO years old, according to James 
Mattson, who Is in charge of the North- 
west Cook County section of the Forest 
Preserve District. Mattson said last 
month be suspected ono group is respon- 
sible for taking the trees. 


Mattson estimated "two to 10 men ore 


In the group. They have to be experts. 
They know tho woods better than we do. 
They're in and out of tho woods with a 
tree In a half an hour to 45 minutes." He 
said the thieves drive into the preserve 
aftermldnlght and carry the logs out In a 
truck.

were caught in the Russell Forest Pre- 


Vic+im of a chain saw. 


serve near Genoa after a farmer told po- 
lice he heard tho sound of chain saws. 
Sheriff Wilbur Scott and a 12-man posse 
waited In tho woods and watched tho 
four cut and load several logs onto a 
truck. 


After a second load, the passe set up a 


roadblock and stopped the men as they 
made their way out of tho forest pre- 
serve. A winch and several chains wcro 
also confiscated. Each of the men was 
charged with grand theft, criminal dam- 
ugc to property and criminal trespass. A 
hearing Is set for tomorrow in *> Kalb 
County Circuit Court.

It Is too soon to draw conclusions, but 


some Illinois legislators sco the hint of a 
hopeful trend In tho U S. Supreme Court 
in two decisions banded down last week. 


On successive days, the highest court 


In tho land Issued decisions that sold, In 
effect, "The states know best." 


First, the Supreme Court upheld a Vir- 


ginia rodlstrlcting plan that said state 
legislatures arc not as strictly bound by 
the "one-man, one-vote" rulo In state 
elections as they are in federal elections. 


Application of standards o( equal popu- 


lation In state legislative districts might 
"Impair tho normal functioning of state 
and local governments" if the Supremo 
Court interferes too extensively, sold 
Justice William H. Rchnqulst. 


His majority opinion followed a 5-3 


vote by the court to allow Virginia to 
operate with legislative districts having 
population differentials up to 16 per cent 
The court has held that federal congres- 
sional districts may vary by no more 
than 2 per cent In population. 


THE FOLLOWING day the court unan- 


imously agreed to a ruling that range 
sweetly In the ears of Illinois legislators. 


What the court said in effect was that 


the Illinois General Assembly is a better 
Judge than the U.S. Supreme Court of 
whether or not an Illinois tax Is equi- 
table. 


Many who have viewed the court's ac- 


tions In recent years as supplanting the 
authority of state legislatures saw In this 
a hopeful sign that the "nlno old men" 
are getting In the mood to disengage 
themselves from what legislators consid- 
er their own business. 


Justice William 0. Douglas, addressing 


the question of whether tho Illinois Per- 
sonal property tax on individuals was 
discriminatory against corporations, con- 


cluded that the Supreme Court could 
make such a Judgment "only if we sub- 
stitute our Judgment on facts, of which 
we can be only dimly aware, for a legis- 
lative Judgment that reflects a vivid re- 
action to pressing fiscal problems." 


Some legislators think in fact that the 


high court may have been hoodwinked 
about the "pressing fiscal problems" 
represented by the personal property tax 
question. But few legislators would dis- 
agree with the premise that their judg- 
ment in state affairs is better than that 
of the Supreme Court. 


IN UPHOLDING the action of the Gen- 


eral Assembly In removing the personal 
property tax on individuals, the high 
court reversed a ruling by the Illinois 
Supremo Court, and in so doing surprised 
a number of public officials. Rulings of 
state supreme courts normally follow 
guidelines established by rulings of the 
U.S. Supreme Court. So it was not sur- 
prising when the state court invoked the 
standard of a' "discriminatory tax" 
against corporations in voiding the aboli- 
tion of the individual personal property 
tax. 


However, Douglas pointed out In his 


opinion that the test to be applied to a 
tax is not simple discrimination, but "in- 
vidious discrimination." 


"Where taxation Is concerned," ho 


sold, "the states have large leeway in 
making classification and drawing lines 
which in their judgment produce reason- 
able systems of taxation." 


The state legislature in recent years 


has been often preoccupied with trying to 
anticipate the Supremo Court on con- 
troversial Issues. It will be heartened to 
find that the Supreme Court Is willing to 
recognize that it has "large leeway" in 
some areas.

But 
Nixon's refusal to sec a collection of his 
critics who aro heads of Natloinal Coun- 
cil of Churches denominations indicates 
this Is n different age. And, whether they 
like It or not, Nixon Is not about to play 
host to clergy whose sole purpose In vis- 
iting Is to engage In a game of Press the 
Prcs, on an issue in which he Is undoubt- 
edly familiar with the various argu- 
ments. 


Billy Graham could have, however, 


sounded off, suddenly, In one of those 
White House sermons (during services 
which critics have with some justifica- 
tion wondered just who is being wor- 
shipped.) Sure. Like Eartha Kltt, who 
once sounded off, rather rudely, during a 
White House dinner. Eartha may be In- 
vited back someday, however. Along 
about 1999. 


The subject of Vietnam has apparently 


been Nixon's deepest concern — for he 
certainly did not look glum In announc- 
ing the pee, Billy Graham, as one of 
his closest friends, could hardly have 
preached upon, or even Issued a state- 
ment about Vietnam, without it appear- 
ing he was revealing what he may very 
well have discussed with the President, 
In the confidentiality to which both men 
should be entitled. 


This column has often criticized Billy 


Graham. But Billy can hardly be re- 
garded as amoral for Nixon's sake — not 
when he has taken public stands for 
abortion law liberalization and abolition 
of capital punishment — both of which 
aro strongly opposed by his friend In the 
White House. 


Suburban mayors on the Suburban 


Mass Transportation Coordinating Com- 
-mittee Saturday drafted their own 


"ideal" legislation for a single mass 
transportation system for the metropoli- 
tan area. 


Shying away from endorsing any bill 


currently before the Illinois General As- 
sembly, the mayors announced plans to 
sell their own proposal to the state legis- 
lature. 


The 26 mayors spent four hours care- 


fully wording a "position report" that 
combined features of several existing 
legislative bills, then voted unanimously 
to approve the wording of the report. 


Lombard Mayor Houcll Holloman will 


present the committee's position to the 
Illinois House Committee on Trans- 
portation Tuesday during a hearing on 
one of the proposed transit bills. 


In addition, the mayors decided to hold 


a meeting with local legislators March 17 
at 10 a.m. to explain the committee's po- 
sition on mass transit legislation. 


SPECIFICALLY, THE position report 


adopted by the group calls for: 


• A 25-member board with full man- 


agement powers over the single, six- 
county mass transit authority, each 
member to have one vote. 


• Composition of the board to include 


a chairman appointed by the governor; 
11 members appointed by the mayor of 
Chicago; 7 suburban members appointed 
by the Cook County Council of Cover- 
men ts; two members from Du Page 
County; and one member each from 
Lake, McHenry, Kane and Will Counties. 


• Three-year-long terms of office with 


staggered dates of appointment "so as to 
provide continuity of mangcment" and 


• Composition of the board to be ad- 


justed at least every 10 years by the 
state legislature to reflect the principle 
of ono man, one vote. 


The coordinating committee also called 


for keeping the authority's powers to ei- 
ther lease, contract or buy various exist- 
ing transportation systems "as flexible 
as possible." 


THE 25-MEMBER board should have 


expertise in the operations of the Chicago 
Transit Authority, railroads and subur- 
ban bus systems, the committee said. 


The position report called for review of 


policies and capital expenditures of the 
transit authority by a regional planning 
agency and sugggested funding for the 
system should be handled in a separate 
bill. 


While the group made no recommenda- 


tion where state monies to finance the 
system could be found, the mayors did 
call for institution of an additional gaso- 
line tax within the six-county metropoli- 
tan area to provide the major source of 
local funding for the system. 


AT THE END of the session Saturday, 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert Atcher said 
the committee's policy statement had ef- 
fectively "kicked private enterprise out 
the window" as far as moss trans- 
portation Is concerned. 


Calling the move "another step toward 


metropolitan government," Atcher ad- 


mitted he felt the proposal was neces- 
sary. 


S t a t e Rep. Donald E. Deuster, 


R-Mundelcin, told the committee its pro- , 
posal would bring "equality to the subur- 
ban areas." 


Deuster and State Sen. Bradley Glass, 


R-Northfield, attended the meeting and : 
helped the committee draft the wording . 
of the position paper. 


Geneva Mayor Richard Lindholm said * 


he saw the position paper as a "mar- 
riage" between Deuster's BB 131 And SB 
150 sponsored by State Sen. John Conolly, 
R-Waukegan. 


The coordinating committee first en- 


dorsed the concept of a single mass 
transportation authority serving both 
Chicago and suburbs at a meeting on 
Feb. 17 after more than a year of meet- 
ings. Originally the group had supported 
separate systems for Chicago and the 
suburbs, saying a single authority was . 
politically unfeasible.

Let's update 


justice system 


There's a little-noticed bill cur- 


rently in Springfield which, if ap- 
proved, could turn this state's 
criminal justice system on, its car 
and make it do what the U.S. Con- 
stitution says it's supposed tn do. 


Tho bill, introduced two weeks 


ago by Peggy Smith (Martin, 
D-Chlcago, require persons ac- 
cused of crimes to be brought to 
trial within 60 days after apprehen- 
sion. 


The current time limit Is 120 


days. Mrs. Martin's bill provider 
exceptions for delays sought by the 
defendant or created by other cir- 
cumstances, such as illness or 
competency examinations. 


The bill simply enforces what the 


U.S. Constitution states, in Article 
VI of tho Bill of Rights: "In all 
criminal prosecutions, the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial." 


Today, the reality in Cook Coun- 


ty Is that there arc few speedy 
trials. A person, often black and 
poor, is arrested for a crime and is 
thrown into Cook County Jail, If 
bond cannot be met. 


. Four months later, after a scries 
of delays, the person is, perhaps, 
brought to trial. If found innocent, 
the person has paid on unnccdcd 
debt to society by spending four 
months in Cook County Jail. 


\Vc support Mrs. Martin's pro- 


posal, but we also realize that the 
bill alone will do nothing to speed 
criminal justice unless a battery of 
changes occur in the criminal jus- 
tice system. Without tho changes, 
the legislation would be mean- 
ingless, for it would force the re- 
lease of prisoners at the end of the 


60-day period. 


What's needed is first the hiring 


of more assistant state's attorneys 
to handle the increasing crush of 
cases in court. Currently, many of 
the delays in court occur because 
the assistant state's attorneys do 
not have the time to prepare ade- 
quately for court cases. 


Also, there's a need for more 


public defenders to handle the 
cases of the indigent. Without that 
change in the system, Mrs. 
Mar- 


tin's proposal will be Ineffective. 


Finally, judges will need to work 


longer hours — or it will be neces- 
sary to hire more judges to accom- 
ddato the speed-up in tho workings 
of the criminal justice system. 


The effects of such a system? In- 


creasing costs of prosecuting per- 
sons accused of crimes, and the 
bill will face tax payers through an 
increase in the county tax bill. The 
price of a change in the system will 
not be cheap. 


Out if we believe that institutions 


such as Cook County Jail breed 
despair and crime, the reduction of 
the number of men awaiting trial 
in that hell-hole will have a saluta- 
ry effect. Fairness and a truer 
sense of justice will serve this com- 
munity through a change in the 
system. 


The result could be a fairer 


shake for all of us if the time be- 
tween crime and trial are shorten- 
ed. The short range cost, In terms 
"of tax money, will be high, but the 
longtcrm effect of a fairer and 
more efficient system — and a sys- 
tem more in line with the U.S. Con- 
stitution — may serve to reduce 
crimo within Illinois. 


Alas, Rabbit Hash 


A few years ago you could tell 


the hour of tho day a letter was 
canceled by looking at the post- 
mark. Then, no doubt in the inter- 
ests of efficiency, the Post Office 
started using merely AM and PM. 


Today, you're lucky if you can 


make out the date or even the city 
of origin. A legible postmark is 
apparently one of those dreams 
that arc beyond the reach of man's 
inventive genius. 


Not that it will matter much 


longer. In another move to in- 
crease efficiency, the U.S. Postal 
Service, successor to the Post Of- 
fice, is in the process of eliminat- 
ing all town and city names from 
its postmarks, save for a few of the 
largest ones. 


The reason Is that the service is 


installing automated sorting and 
canceling equipment in 357 "Area 
Mail Processing Centers" around 
the country. To utilize the auto- 
mated equipment most efficiently, 
a large volume of mail is required. 


Thus letters from smaller post 


offices will be trucked to the near- 
est AMPC where they will be post- 


marked merely with the date, state 
a b b r e v i a t i o n and first three 
numbers of the area Zip Code. 


Postmark buffs are up in arms 


about the whole thing. 


It seems that there is a sub- 


species of philatelist who collects 
not postage stamps but postmarks 
— not just any old postmarks but 
those with Interesting names like 
Pure Air, Mo., or Rabbit Hash, Ky. 
They don't just collect them, but 
sell them and trade them and even 
hold annual conventions. 


"These machines," laments one, 


"arc taking all the romance out of 
postmarks." 


Alas, the postmark bids fair to 


go the same route as the telephone 
exchange name. Remember the 
valiant but hopeless battle against 
all-number dialing? 


The demise of the local postmark 


wouldn't be so bad if it weren't for 
the sneaking suspicion that this is 
going to be another of those "suc- 
cessful" operations on the postal 
system from which the patient will 
emerge sicker than ever. •

Steamboats: 
bring ;em back 


Overlooked last week, in the flurry 


over the CTA's perennial crisis and the 
dream of a multi-county mass transit 
scheme, was a small but significant dis- 
aster In Hoffman Estates. 


That community is apparently about to 


rid itself of an allegedly archaic law 
which bans loitering around steamboat 
landings. 


It seems that the village's judiciary 


committee Is reviewing Chapter 7 of its 
ordinances, which cover such lofty mat- 
ters, it believes, are more appropriate to 
the 19th century. 


When the village adopted its ordi- 


nances — il was incorporated in 1959 — 
It followed state law. Now the village 
wants to update its codes, supposedly In 
line with the 20th century. 


Realities, Indeed! What in the world is 


a "contemporary reality" today, when 
hovercrofts and flying boats defy grav- 
ity, and subway tunnels are bored meth- 
odically under Washington, D.C. 


Put simply, bring back steamboats and 


their landings. We need all forms of 
mass transit today, and there's no reason 
In the world why thousands of Hoffman 
Estates commuters shouldn't loiter on 
landings to catch the 7:19 a.m. riverboat 
to Chicago. 


The details of the return of tho steam- 


boat for Hoffman Estates — maybe even 
Schaumburg — are Insignificant. Grant- 
ed, there's no Mississippi River flowing 
through Hoffman Estates, but with Bob 
Atcher's Schaumburg next door, who 
knows what next shall flow? 


This reporter can see In the future — 


unless "backward," communities such 
as Hoffman Estates impede progress — 
a system of canals Unking Schaumburg 
with Wheeling, Elk Grove Village with 
Palatine, with all canals eventually lead- 
ing to Chicago. 


Indeed, the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 


trict has proposed an underflow plan ot 
giant tunnels to carry off flood water. 
Why not an "overflow plan" to carry 
commuters on floodtide to the Loop? 


If the Chicago & North Western's sum- 


mertime motorboat funnels commuters

Word a day 
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Randhurst area eyed for branches

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The govern- 


mcnt's program to moke companies 
prove their advertising claim, nave had 
a flow — perhaps even disappointing — 
impact on (he consumer, Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) officials concede. 


Advertiser* mar now be thinking twice 


about what they ray before they say It, 
but the buyer Is still largely In the dark 
about what the advertisers have already 
been forced to tell the government — and 
that situation Is not likely to change fast. 


During the past 18 months, makers of 


can, air conditioners, electric shavers, 
TV sets, toothpastes and cough and cold 
remedies have had to submit to the FTC 
proof to back up advertising claims they 
make. In the coming months the same Is 
duo from the people who make tires, 
soaps, hearing aids and pet foods. 


After looking at the data, the FTC so 


far has filed complaints of unfair and 
misleading advertising against three air 
conditioner makers and one auto com- 
pany — General Motors. 


THERE HAVE been Initial news re- 


ports as each set of advertising docu- 
mentation arrives at the FTC. After that, 
the Information — dozens of volumes of 
It - has been distributed to tho FTC's 12 
regional offices 
around the country 


where It gathers dust. 


Anyone can walk In off tho street at 


one of tho regional offices and ask tho 
FTC to see the Information. Gerald J. 
Thaln, No. 2 man In the FTC's Consumer 
Protection Bureau, says the walk-In re- 
sponse has been minimal. Another FTC 
official called It "rather disappointing." 


"The Impact on tho public has been 


slow," Thain told UPI. "First, we need 
more analysis, cooperation and Input 
from consumer groups." 


Ho noted that Consumer's Union 


recently opened a Washington office and 
said he hoped It would help break down 
the advertising data and get it Into tho 
public's hands. 


Mark Sllbergeld, an attorney in the 


Consumer's 
Union Washington 
office, 


was skeptical. 


"We will do some of that no doubt," 


Sllbergeld said, "but there are some real 
problems with expecting private organi- 
zations to get It out. There aren't that 
many groups to go around that any of us 
can afford to tie up our resources that 
often. 


".MANY CONSUMER groups do not 


havo tho technical expertise that CU 
does. But we aren't going to close down 
our laboratories so we can start analyz- 
ing ads." 


He suggested the FTC should have few- 


er lawyers and more technical people 
looking at the advertising data. 


Thaln said he hoped to see improve- 


ment through conccntidtlon on recurring 
advertising themes — tho approach tho 
agency used In December In a new round 
of substantiation demands from the auto 


industry. Ho also revealed that future de- 
mands for data will request a "layman's 
language summary" that may make 
more sense, and become more available 
to, the public. 


In any case, Thaln said, the program 


is still going strong. Some of the data 
already Is being reviewed, Thaln said, 
and hinted that more complaints will be 
filed. Several other advertising programs 
will likely be asked to submit substantia- 
tions soon, ho said, and he forecast a 
"great deal of Impact" on the public In 
the months ahead. 


The Randhurst marketing area has 


caught the eye of at least two savings 
and loan associations as a good spot for 
a new branch facility.

One of the things few car owners un- 


derstand about the way auto Insurance Is 
priced Is "rating territories." 


Let's take an unlikely but entirely pos- 


sible set of drcunutanccs that would in- 
crease tho premiums of a good many 
drivers. 


You're a citizen of Wyoming, driving 


around peaceably and slowly, looking at 
tho cows and the sheep. Not many acci- 
dents In your part of tho state. Not many 
cars, for that matter. 


Suddenly a couple hundred vacationing 


members of the Fortnightly Fun Club of 
Cloath Rogcn, Pcnn., pass through on 
their annual Coast to Coast Fun Tour, 


Selected 
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and decide to start rounding up the 
dogics in their cars. 


Not having much experience with 


roundup techniques, they mostly run Into 
each other. Enough to double the annual 
accident rate In your part of Wyoming. 


DOES Tins phenomenal rise in the ac- 


cident rate, when it comes to the atten- 
tion of the Insurance industry's comput- 
ers, mean that you arc now faced with 
paying higher premiums, because you 
live In an area where the wreck rate has 
doubled? 


No, fortunately for you. The premiums 


are going to increase back in Cloath Ro- 
gcn, Pcnn., where all those clods came 
from. Which Is as It should be — except 
that all the peaceable citizens of Cloath 
Rogcn, who stayed home hoeing their 
turnips Instead of going off on the Fun 
Tour, will be stuck with higher car insur- 
ance costs. 


A rating territory can bo part of a 


large city, an entire smaller city, a sub- 
urb or a group of suburbs or a fairly 
extensive nonmctropolitan or rural area. 
Insurance companies of claims by driv- 
ers whose cars are guraged In th-t ter- 
ritory, and set their base rates accord- 
ingly. 


Thus, even If you do most of your driv- 


ing In a high-accident area, you may get 
the benefit of relatively low premium 
rates if you live (or if your car Is ga- 
rage, more accurately) In a low-accident 
area. 


THERE IS NOT much you can do, ob- 


viously about the cost of your insurance 
as determined by your rating territory. 
Unless, that is, you can arrange to live In 
the city, garage your car out in the coun- 
try, and take a bus out to Cob Corner 
whenever you want to use It. 


Individual drivers who live within your 


rating territory, however, will pay con- 
siderably different premiums — and here 
jon may have some control over the 
price factors, and be able to work your 
costs down. 


The major factors determining the pre- 


mium you pay, according to the Insur- 
ance Information Institute, are age, sex, 
marital status, driving record and use of 
your car. 


If you drive your car to work, for ex- 


ample, your premium automatically goes 
up a certain percentage of the base rate. 
The dollar Increase will depend on how 
many miles you drive, each way, during 
the week. 


CHECK WITH your agent to see how 


much the premium would be reduced If 


you didn't drive to work. You might dis- 
cover that the saving on insurance, plus 
tho pcr-mtlc costs of auto operation, 
could make It more economical for you 
to ride a train or bus, and even take cabs 
at one end or the other. 


Not much you can do about your age 


or sex. (Well... there's Sweden.) Marit- 
al status? A male, age 20, single, pays 
about three times the base rate. Married, 
he pays about one-third less than that. A 
male, age 25, can save half his Insurance 
costs by getting married. (That's the 
way it works in most states; not all.) Get 
married.

78.5% 
ahead

Dollar volume Involved in lending ac- 


tivity by the Small Business Adminis- 
tration (SBA) in Illinois in the opening 
half of fiscal year 1973 ran 78.5 per cent 
ahead of the comparable period in fiscal 
1972, according to Robert A. Owyer, the 
SBA's Midwest regional director. 


In the six months ending Dec. 31, 


Dwyer said, the SBA approved 4,368 
loans In the state for $44,420,732, com- 
pared with 440 approvals In the first half 
of fiscal 1972 for $26,033,617. 


Dwyer explained that 3,823 of the ap- 


provals this year for $11,802,693 resulted 
from SBA disaster loans, the remainder 
from the agency's normal business lend- 
ing programs. 


According to Dwyer, the most spec- 


tacular gains were recorded In the 
state's 36 northern counties, which are 
serviced by the SBA's Chicago office. 


In this area, the director said, the 


agency approved 4,043 loans this year for 
$34,975,854, an Increase of 89.2 per cent 
over the output In the previous year. 


Dwyer said the agency's Springfield of- 


fice, which services the 66 southern Illi- 
nois counties, approved 325 loans In the 
six months for $9,444,878, an Increase of 
25 J per cent over the previous year. 


During the entire fiscal year 1972, the 


SBA established an annual record for 
lending In Illinois, approving 992 loans 
for $62,838,737, an Increase of 49.8 per 
cent over fiscal 1971.

The new look in area Explorer Posts

How does a high school girt with a spe- 


cial career Interest get to brush shoul- 
ders with men and women experts in 
that Held? 


She Joins a career-oriented Explorer 


Post. And In so doing, she also gets to 
brush shoulders with some pretty nice 
guys who share the same Interest. 


Whoops! Don't call them Boy Scouts. 


The Exploring Division, wearing a new 
look, has replaced "boy" with "young 
adults," both male and female, and has 
shlncd up the big "E" to attract serious- 
minded, career-bent high school youth 
whether or not they have ever had any 
contact with scouting. 


In tho northwest suburbs, there arc 


now 87 Explorer Posts with 1,106 mem- 
bers. Of that number, about one-third arc 
girls. L. Erik Torrison, the first full-time 
Explorer staff executive for Northwest 
Suburban Council, reports that the num- 
ber of high school youth Interested In Ex- 
ploring has doubled in the post year and 
a half. 


"FIIIST \\F. DO A career Interest sur- 


vey In the high schools." said Torrison. 
"Tho Exploring Division becomes the 
catalyst, taking the survey results to cor- 
porations and local businesses to seek 
sponsorship for each high Interest career 
group. The company provides adult lead- 
ership, program expertise, the advice 
and experience of its personnel and In- 
depth exposure to the company's oper- 
ation." 


Post 3C9. formed in the fall of 1071 and 


sponsored by Commonwealth Edison Co., 
was the first career-oriented post In this 
area to open Its doors to girls — provided 
they had a real spark of Interest in elec- 
trical engineering. Nancy Barry of Roll- 
Ing Meadows Is secretary of that group. 


In tho Barrlngton area, Quaker Oats 


Company sponsors a coed post whoso in- 
terests lio In chemistry and chemical en- 
gineering. The Elk Grove Village, 
Schaumburg and Wheeling Police De- 
partments back up Post 391, specializing 
in law enforcement. In DCS Plalncs, Post 
N2. also specializing In law enforcement, 
has the support of tho DCS Plalncs Police 
Reserve, A whole spectrum of medical 
careers Is encouraged In a post spon- 
sored by Alcxlan Brothers Center. 


CAREERS ARE NOT the only avenue 


of exploring. Special common Interests 
such as ecology, community service, mu- 
sic or bicycling may bring both boys and 
girls together in a post. It's more fun 
that way. 


Explorer Post 25, with nine girls and 


10 boys all dedicated to community ser- 
vice, brought home the full impact of 
pollution when they paddled DCS Plalncs 
city fathers down the DCS Plalncs River 
In canoes to view the problem for them- 
selves. Another time they pulled TA tons 
of debris out of Beck Lake In 4V4 hours. 


Sponsored by the DCS Plalncs Klwanis 


Club, these civic-minded high school kids 
have purchased an old bus, are stripping 
its interior and transforming It into a 
field kitchen and field hospital, a back-up 
for civil defense. It will also carry food, 
gear, equipment and bicycles when the 
post goes camping or attends a special 
event such as the two-day canoe race on 
the Fox River In April. 


TERRY MARTIN was one of the first 


girls to join the post. She Is vice presi- 
dent representing the female contingent. 
And sho loves It. "It's fantastic," she ex- 
claimed. "They don't treat us like girls 
— we're all In It together. Canoe races, 
camping—we get no special help from 
anyone It's strictly do-it-yourself." 


Budding young lawyers, both male and 


female, In Explorer Post 332 arc spon- 
sored by the Northwest Bar Association. 
Mock trials, visits to court, a tour of a 
corporation's legal department arc a few 
of the activities that keep Interest high. 
Phil Immcl of Arlington Heights Is presi- 
dent; Karen Pcdcrscn of Rolling Mead- 
ows Is secretary — a traditionally female 
role to be sure, but not a put-down. It 
just happened that way. 


Toko a look at Post 127, a coed cycling 


post sponsored by Bade Bike Shop of DCS 
Plalncs. Kothy Greene is president; Ke- 
vin Tuohcy Is secretary. 


"THE POST WAS orgtoally all boys," 


said Kathy. "and the girls were just 
friends. But they included us in so many 
activities — why not make it coed?" 


Though tho girls didn't undertake tho 


five-day cycling trip around Lake Superi- 
or last summer, they sewed ecology flags 
on the jackets of tho flvo boys who did. 
This year they cycled alongside tho guys 
in Indiana's Turkey Run country on a 
rain-drenched Saturday, absorbing tho 
local atmosphere including fivo covered 
bridges and gallons of moisture. 


"It sure was fun," said Kathy. 


How docs it work having a girl presi- 


dent? 


"Smoothly," was her smooth answer. 


POST 412, A relatively small group — 


four boys and four girls — is sponsored 
by Ihc Audubon Society of Park Ridge. 


Nancy Pittman of Arlington Heights Is 
president; Kathy Beck of Mount Pros- 
pect is vice president and secretary- 
treasurer. Ecology is their Interest; con- 
servation their crusade. 


One of the group's projects was erect- 


ing 13 duckhouses at Crabtree Nature 
Center near Palatine. Another Is collec- 
ting black walnuts to help tho state of 
Illinois increase the number of these dis- 
appearing trees. Camping and hiking, 
both winter and summer, arc favorite ac- 
tivities. 


Another ecology-minded coed group, 


Post 106, is sponsored by the Izaak Wal- 
ton League of DCS Plalncs. Forestry is 
one of its career interests. 


SOME COED GROUPS already in ex- 


istence find they can increase the con- 
tacts they need or opportunities to per- 
form or more effectively serve their 
community by joining the Explorer Divi- 
sion. Such was the case with the Guards- 
man Drum and Bugle Corps of Elk 
Grove Township and the Sing-Out Pala- 
tine musical group. 


And of course, many posts arc not 


coed. Some are all-male. But then again, 
for a real switch, some are all-female. 
Tho Rondhurst Corp. sponsors Post 23 
composed of high school girls aiming at 
secretarial careers. 


All-girl Post 666 in Elk Grove Village 


has both Explorer and Senior Girl Scout 
tics and splits its Interest between horse- 
manship and seamanship. Cheryl Horn, 
secretary, represented tho group at a 
conference at Great Lakes Naval Baso 
last October in which three girls and 17 
boys exchanged Ideas on how to Improve 
their Explorer Posts.' 


WILL THE GIRLS let their post go 


coed? "We've had a few Inquiries from 
boys interested In our mounted unit," 
said Cheryl. "We're considering It." 


One of the more glamorous career In- 


terests is fostered by United Air Lines, 
sponsors of Explorer Post 310, strictly a 
"learn-lo-fly" group. With 25 to 30 active 
members, five of them girls, the post 
owns two planes at Elgin Airport. Mem- 
bers of the group arc in the 14-21 age 
brocket. 


It's no surprise that there Is a long 


waiting lUt for membership. 


On the other hand, for those Interested 


In all broad areas of aviation, Explorer 
Post 101. sponsored Jointly by United Air 
Lines and the Illinois Air National 
Guard, Is currently being organized.

Dear Dorothy: My refrigerator has 


started to condense and frost up all along 
the Insldo back. My sister says It prob- 
ably means the drain is clogged. Is this 
something I might fix myself? —Glnny 
Cole. 


Your sister's diagnosis sounds right — 


and, yes, you can do It on your own if 
you are passably handy. The trick Is to 
locate the drain opening. This varies ac- 
cording to make. What usually happens 
is that water spllli combine with crumbs 
and so forth, get Jcllyllko and finally 
freeze In the drain. If you can sec water 
standing In the drain, you can siphon It 
out with a rubber car syringe. If it has 
turned to ice, reverse the process and 
use the syringe to pour hot water into the 
pipe to dissolve the Ice. 


If It'* a long drain, you con use pipe 


cleaners twirled together to help push 
the glop through. Once the drain Is clear 
the hot water will run through freely. 
When all Is back in order, you should 
make It a point to clean the drain once a 
month. A little vinegar in a half-cup of 
boiling water should do it. If this sounds 
too much for some people, a call to the 
local distributor shouldn't cost much 
more than a service run.

True test of intelligence 


standardized teats. These arc the kind 
stasdardlzed teats. These ore the kind 
that arc given In schools nationally. They 
compare children from coast to coast 
and within school districts. And, because 
the results supposedly reveal who Is 
learning well and who Li being taught 
well, teachers, students and parents re- 
gard these tests as serious evaluations of 
Intelligence. 


I am beginning to wonder how accu- 


rate these tests arc. My first challenge to 
these examination results as guidelines 
for determining brightness In children 
occurred Sunday when my daughter was 
trying to get something out of the dish- 
washer. The sliding basket was Jammed 
by a largo pan and though she put all 
her weight against It, It wouldn't move. 
Unable to stand It any longer, I sug- 
gested sho take the- pan out. My bril- 
liance amazed and delighted her. Then I 
suggested sho also put the pan away. 


I thought back to other displays of In- 


telligence by my offspring. The one who 
scores so highly In math always loses 
count when I determine how many cook- 
ies arc available for a snack. The lan- 
guage-vocabulary genius never manages 
more than a grunt when Introduced to 
guests. 


As far as I'm concerned these basic 


skills exams tell me nothing about my 
children. They could, however, with a 
little revision, tell me a lot. The follow- 
ing arc some of the questions I would 
like to see in a revised edition. 


MATHEMATICS: 
I have two hands. Therefore I need 


mittens. 


How many dirty socks must you put In 


the hamper to get the same number back 
after the washing is done? 


VOCABULARY: 
List the proper names of persons you 


constantly refer to as just "he" or 
"she." 


Nurses spread the word 
on mobile care units 


Educating every man, woman and 


child In Arl'ngton Heights and surround- 
ing communities to recognize symptoms 
of coronary attack and to Inform them of 
the life saving facilities available to all 
In any emergency Is the task undertaken 
by Arlington Heights Nurses Club. 


"Recognizing a medical emergency 


and knowing who and when to call Is of 
tho utmost Importance," stresses Peggy 
Vaughan, president of the club. 


Club members, who have been working 


with tho Village Fire Department, para- 
medics and Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal, have set up six committees to dis- 
pense Information on the mobile In- 
tensive care network to tho public. 


Posters and printed material are dis- 


tributed by the club and speakers are 
available. Letters have been sent to civic 
organizations Informing them of the 
availability of speakers. Schools and 
churches have each been assigned a 
worker to ice that tho Information is dis- 
pensed. 


Flyers an sent home with children, 


nurses have spoken to classes and also 
demonstrated closed cardiac massago 
and mouth to mouth resuscitation. 


DIRECT MAILING and newsletter 


publicity Is also Included In the pro- 
gram. Train station canvassing and 
paramedic demonstrations at fairs, ba- 
zaars and festivals arc planned. 


Also Involved In the program is the 


Mount Prospect Nurses Club which has 
Issued telephone stickers with emergency 
numbers. Like the Arlington Heights 
Club, members of the Mount Prospect 
and other area nurses clubs have dis- 
tributed pamphlets to medical centers 
and real estate offices. "Senior citizens, 
churches, youth organizations and other 
groups have been contacted," said a 
spokeswoman from the Mount Prospect 
Club. 


Rolling Meadows Nurses Club has been 


working directly with the Arlington Nurs- 


es and all nurses have been spreading 
tho word at kaffee klatschcs and other 
contacts with neighbors and friends. 


Pamphlets on tho Mobile Intensive 


Care network advise those at tha scene 
of a medical emergency to call the fire 
or police department. Give name, ad- 
dress, apartment number and city. State 
the problem and repeat the name, ad- 
dress, apartment number and city. 


TIIR CALL will activate the MIC sys- 


tem. An ambulance or rescue vehicle is 
dispatched. On its way to the patient, the 
dispatcher, using a direct line to the hos- 
pital, notifies the emergency room. At 
the scene, trained paramedics evaluate 
tho situation, determine the degree of 
severity and by radio verbally transmit 
Information to doctors in tho emergency 
room. 


A portable modulator transmits the 


patent's electrical heart pattern and 
heart rate to the hospital, and with this 
Information tho physician can direct the 
paramedic in necessary Hfo saving steps. 
Each mobile unit is also equipped with 
rcsuscltatlvc 
equipment, drugs, 
In- 


travenous solutions and other medica- 
tions. 


The Mobile Intensive Care network 


covers nine communities and has been 
established through the cooperative ef- 
forts of Northwest Community Hospital 
and the municipalities of Arlington 
Heights, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Lake Zurich, Morton Grove, Mount 
Prospect, Palatine, Rolling Meadows and 
Schaumburg. 


No resident or business In a hundred 


square mile area is more than three 
miles away from a mobile extension of 
the hospital. 


"Thousands of dollars have been spent 


on the Mobile Intensive Care network 
and to achieve its purpose everyone must 
be aware of Its life saving facilities," 
stale the nurses.

A cure for 'Montezuma's Revenge9 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Is there some sort 


of medication wo could take during our 
next trip to Mexico that will prevent the 
well known Montezuma's revenge? We 
always go prepared with a cure but 
would much rather prevent the problem. 
A friend has suggested eating yogurt {or 
3 weeks before we leave. Docs this make 
any sense? 


Dear Header — Tho only sense the yo- 


gurt recommendation makes Is nonsense. 


The yogurt Idea got its emphasis many 


yean ago when Elic Mctchnlkoff, a Rus- 
sian scientist who had migrated to Paris, 
proposed that the colon contains lots of 
organisms which results in autointoxica- 
tion producing Illnesses and even aging. 
He thought yogurt might help In chang- 
ing the type of germs present in the bow- 
el. 


Mctchnlkoffs Ideas concerning auto- 


Intoxication and its relationship to yo- 
gurt have been soundly disproved. There 
remains a reservoir of yogurt enthusiasts 
who feel that it eliminates autointoxica- 
tion. Whatever yogurt docs, it certainly 
will not prevent you from having in- 


fections of the bowel nor will it prevent 
you from having Montezuma's revenge. 


For traveling to Mexico, the best ad- 


vice is use sensible precautions in what 
you cat and drink. This means drink dis- 
tilled or bottled water. If you are In an 
area where this can't be obtained, boll 
you water two or three minutes before 
using it or you can put one or two drops 
(no more) of ordinary tincture of iodine, 
the kind you ordinarily get for wounds, 
into one glass of water. This will cause 
the water to have an iodinated taste but 
it will purify it 


Some of the other pills that arc recom- 


mended as water purifiers do not elimi- 
nate all the different infectious agents 
that con be present in water. 


Secondly, be careful about eating 


lettuce, salads and foods of this nature. 
You arc a little safer In first class hotels 
In the modern cities but otherwise the 
fresh fruits and vegetables should be 
treated with care. 


MANY PEOPLE'S problems 
with 


diarrhea In Mexico arc related to change 


in the type of food they arc eating. This 
will upset the stomach, so take it easy on 
the spicy foods and how much you eat 
and the alcohol. You may be Interested 
to know that many Mexican people have 
a similar problem when they come to the 
United States and eat our food. 


On the subject of water, don't brush 


your teeth with tap water. If you abso- 
lutely must, use the hot water tap. Re- 
member the tap water In many places is 
not suitable for drinking and this also 
means brushing teeth. As one wag put it, 
if you brush your teeth with tap water, 
you'll spend more time in the bathroom. 


I'thlnk you've been wise to follow your 


program of treatment rather than pre- 
vention. Take along some Kaolin-Pectin 
mixture in tablets or liquid form or some 
paregoric, or your family doctor may 
wish to prescribe some Lomotll which 
you con take if diarrhea should strike. 


Most diarrhea will be self-limiting, but 


if there is blood, mucus, or If It persists 
more than two to three days, you should 
seek medical assistance.

and Its operation before he starts to use 
It," said Hogan. 


• Read the owner's manual. Know all 


the controls and how to stop the machine 
quickly. Keep the machine in good oper- 
ating condition and keep safety devices 
In place. 


• Disengage all clutches and shift Into 


neutral before starting the motor. Keep 
hands, feet and clothing away from pow- 
er-driven parts to avoid amputation or 
mangling. Electric power units should be 
equipped with a grounded three-wire ex- 
tension cord, so no one is shocked or 
electrocuted. 


• Always disengage power and stop 


motor before cleaning discharge, remov- 
ing obstacles, making adjustments or 
when leaving operating position. 


• Handle gasoline with care. Always 


uso an approved gasoline container. Nev- 
er add gasoline to a running motor and 
always fill tank outdoors. Carelessness 
can cause serious burns. 


• Never direct discharge at bystan- 


ders or allow anyone In front of the ma- 
chine. Debris, which often is hidden in 
the snow, can cause serious Injury. 


• Never allow children to operate the 


machine; the same applies to adults who 
have not been throughly instructed in Its 
operation. 


• Keep children and pets a safe dis- 


tance away. 


• Adjust height to clear gravel or 


crushed rock. 


• Exercise caution to avoid slipping or 


falling — especially uhcn operating In 
reverse.

And 
this country needs another dialect like it 
needs another ghetto. 


Even the most ardent feminists must 


recognize that the equalization of lan- 
guage works two ways. 


If they Insist on sharing affirmative 


terminology — Ewomanclpatlon Procla- 
mation, Mother Time, etc. — they must 
also accept a share of the words that 
have unsavory connotations.

Razor sharp would probably be moro

Rate of inflation reduced 
by stabilization program 


The Economic Stabilization Program 


has had "a significant impact in reduc- 
ing the rate of inflation" during a peri- 
oil of fiscal and monetary expansion, 
Price Commission Chairman C. Jackson 
Gray.son, Jr. recently told the Joint 
Economic Committee of Congress. 


Grayson pointed out that 85 per cent 


of the items in the Consumer Price In- 
dex'— the most widely used measure of 
how inflation affects the American con- 
sumers — have increased at a lower 
rate during the stabilization program 
than in the year prior to controls. Ho 
noted, significant declines in the rate of 
inflation for rent, medical care, clothing 
and other areas. 


"The controls have helped keep in- 


flation in check while other measures 
were effected to encourage economic 
growth," he said in testimony before 
the Committee. 


Grayson said this conclusion is sub- 


stantiated by major price indicators, 
studies by independent economists and 
economic analyses made by tho Price 
Commission staff. 


As a result of the controls program, 


Grayson said, businessmen, labor and 
consumers have more confidence in the 
country's domestic and international 
future. "Our present inflation rate, in 
fact, is the envy of many nations," he 
said. 


Grayson said theie had been positive 


and negative effects of the controls pro- 
gram. On the positive side, he said, 
"more people now realize that increased 
compensation without increased pro- 
ductivity only leads to inflation." Addi- 
tionally, the stimulus of controls has 
heightened competition between com- 
panies and helped to reduce prices.

cost to doing business. He said the Price 
Commission is monitoring the extent of 
such problems in an attempt to min- 
imize economic distortions caused by ita 
regulations^ 


On another topic, Grayson said there 


were reasons to believe consumer prices 
will not rise at the same rate as recently 
reported increases in the Wholesale 
Price Index, a possibility that has been 
a source of concern to some observers. 


Increasing productivity, tho report- 


ing of list rather than actual wholesale 
prices and the large increase in prices oE 
raw agricultural products account for 
the lack of harmony in the wholesale 
and consumer price indices, he said.

Wilson, Ahlgrim, Freeman never hesitated 


in their efforts to save the Ben Franklin

John Wilson, Warren Ahlgrim 


and Richard Freeman died like 
soldiers in battle. All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they were 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the rubble of the basement of 
the Ben Franklin store in down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


The fire began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a.m. A customer who 
entered Joseph Seidel's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke In 
the morning darkness. Seidel im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Department, and within a 
few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrim and 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, oyner of the Ben 


Franklin Variety Store, 36 N. 
Brockway, "said he thought he 
knew where the fire was," said 
.Fire Chief Orvillo Helms. Wilson 
went Into the basement furnace 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's In the fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygfn units and 
face masks, went down the stair- 
way of the one-story brick build- 
ing. They had more than a 20- 
mlnute supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrim 
and Freeman were still in the 
basement and the fire raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over 
Palatine. 


WILSON ALMOST made it out 


of the fiery inferno. He was 
found at about 8:30 a.m. part 
way up the'stairway. 


His body, wrapped in a green • 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from tbe basement And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out Both were taken to 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that . 


all three men definitely died' of 
smoke Inhalation and that the 
floor above tbe basement did not 
collapse on the firemen. Appar-

was depleted • and they suffo- 
cated, he said. 


JOE 
PANNHAUSEN, 33, of 


435 S. Benton, also a Palatine 
volunteer fireman, slipped on the 
icy surface while fighting the 
blaze and suffered a broken 
ankle. He was treated at the hos- 
pital and released Friday. 


The Palatine Fire Department 


was aided by units from Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows. 
O t h e r firemen from 


throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs came to the scene to give 
assistance. 
.And as word spread that the 
three comrades were dead, the 
story was written not only on the 
firemen's faces, but on those of 
hundreds of spectators in the 
downtown area. 


At 9:30 a.m., most realized the 


fate of Ahlgrim and Freeman, 
who were still Inside the gutted 
building. A young Palatine fire- 
man, his face blackened and his 
voice coarse from breathilng 
smoke, said he just learned of 
the disaster. He was almost cry- 
ing. 


FREEMAN'S FATHER. How- 


ard, battled the fire .while his son ' 
lay trapped. Ahlgrim's brother- ' 
in-law, Clifford Stelf,.also was 
one of the volunteers fighting the 
fire. 


"It was like looking inside a 


furnace," said Lt David Tobln, a 
15-year veteran of the Palatine 
Fire Department To stop the 
blaze, firemen flooded the base- 
ment to tbe rafters, he said. And 


late in the morning, when the 
fire was contained, 
pumpers 


were used to remove water from 
the basement where Ahlgrim and 
Freeman still were trapped. 


The two bodies were brought 


up the stairs on a stretcher and 
were taken to the hospital by am- 
bulance. Firemen also removed 
60 feet of hose the three men 
took to stop the fire in the base- 
ment. 


John Wente, 25, who rode the 


fire truck with Freeman and 
manned the vehicle, said after- • 
wards, "I just don't believe 
it... I just couldn't go to work 
after this." Another Palatine 
fireman nearby said, "Nobody 
will." 


The basement where the men 


died contained toys and other 
items Wilson could not put on the 
shelves, said Henry Babcock, re- 
tall sales manager of the Ben 
Franklin chain stores. 


HELMS ESTIMATED the dam-

Fallen firemen 'were the best': Palatine

"They were the best." 
That was the way one volunteer de- 


scribed his three fellow firemen, John 
Wilson, Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrim, who were killed Friday in the 
fire that destroyed the Ben Franklin 
store in downtown Palatine. 


And though they used different terms/" 


anyone else who (poke of the dead fire- 
men Friday expressed the same opinion. 
People had an obviously difficult time 
talking about the men in words short of 
superlatives. 


"They were all good men who knew ' 


what to do," Palatine Fire Chief Orville 
Helms said. It was noticeably difficult 
for Helms to talk about the men and his 
phrases were emotionally short and dl- 
red 


"JOHN WILSON, he's been here in 


Palatine all his life. Dick Freeman, he 
was born and raised here. Auggie Ah- 
lgrim was also born snd raised here and 
had his own plumbing store here In town. 


"They were well trained. They were all 


good family men. That's all I can say," 
he murmured before turning away. 


Tho firemen were killed attempting to 


put out the fire that gutted the store ear- 
ly Friday. Wilson, 40, and the father of 
three children, owned the store. He had 
been a volunteer fireman for 11 years 
and like Freeman and Ahlgrim, was a 
popular resident. 


"He went to the same church that I |o 


to," Jean Sleeves said. Mrs. Sleeves Is 
employed at Olson's Muslcland, a half 
block south of Wilson's store. Mrs. 
Stoevcs said Wilson had a "very fine • 
family." The Wilson family had owned 
the store since 1940. 


THERE WAS A hint of disbelief in tho 


voice of Dr. Charles L. Schnlbbcn, when 
ho spoke of Ahlgrim, who had been a 
volunteer since 19M. Schnlbben's ortho- 
dontist office is located next to the Pala- 
tine fire department. 


"He was one of the finest men In 


town," Schnlbbcn said of tho 32-year-old 
Ahlgrim. "Ho was always doing some- 
thing for tho village, like being a volun- 
teer fireman. They don't get paid much 
for that.

"HIS DAUGHTER is a patient of mine 


and he had done plumbing work for me. 
He was just a wonderful man," be said. 
"I'm sure If you ask anyone In town, 
they'll tell you the same thing." 


Two boys who knew Ahlgrim did. . 
"We knew Mr. Ahlgrim," 12-year-olds 


Mike Johnson and Wayne Prochaska 
sold. "Ho was our neighbor. My folks 
have known him since we moved here," 
Mike, who lives at 360 W. Illinois, said in 


a firm tone. 


"HE WAS ALWAYS very helpful and 


never in a bad mood," added Wayne, of 
384 W. Illinois. "He always played with 
the kids in the neighborhood." The boys 
said Ahlgrim was the kind of man "who 
would say "hi" to you down the street. 


"We knew him and that's why we 


came here to see tho fire," Wayne said. 


THE THIRD man killed, 25-year-old 


Richard Freeman, had only been a vol- 


unteer for two years. His father, Howard 
Freeman, is a lieutenant on the volunteer 
force and the owner of Zlmmer Hard- 
ware, located a block from the Franklin 
store. 


Ironically, the Freemans were the sec- 


ond Palatine father-son firemen pair to 
be touched by death in the line of duty. 
In 1MB, 24-year-old Wesley Comfort III 
was killed in a truck-train collision while 
en route to a fire call. Young Wesley's 


father was the Palatine fire chief at the 
time. 


One volunteer said Friday the elder 


Freeman was among those fighting to 
contain the blaze and save his son. 


"THEY WERE $9 close to the depart, 


ment, too. It was 'convenient for them 
because Zimmer Hardware Is only a half 
block from the fire department," he said. 


THE ONLY other volunteer Injured 


Friday, Joe Pannhausen, who suffered a 
broken-ankle in a fall while fighting the 
fire, said he had known the three "all my 
life." Of his own Injury Pannhausen said, 
"I feel very fortunate." 


While some may argue the deaths 


might have been avoided had the village 
had a full time, professional fire fighting 
force, both Palatine Mayor Jack Moodie 
and Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said 
the deaths were not due to the fact that 
they were volunteers. 


"They were well-trained men," Braun 


said. 


"The firemen run the risk all the 


time," Moodie said. "A combination of 
circumstances is what did them in." 


Fatal Palatine fire 
'It could happen anywhere': chief

Buffalo Grove and Wheeling fire offi- 


cials last Friday said a fire like the one 
that took the lives of three Palatine fire- 
men could occur in their villages. 


"It could happen anywhere, you just 


never know," said Buffalo Grove Fire 
Chief Wayne Winter. 


Wheeling Flro Chief Bcrnle Kocppcn 


echoed Winter, saying, "The odds are 
against you every time you fight a fire. 
Especially If there Is a basement. Fight- 
Ing a basement fire Is the dirtiest, rot- 
tcncst and hardest fire to fight." 


Both chiefs said when a fireman enters 


a building he can never be sure what Is 
going to happen. "Things can look fine 
and then it blows up right in your face. 
You just don't know," Kocppcn said. 


WINTER AGREED, saying that there 


is no set way a firemen should approach 
a burning building. "It comes with expe- 
rience. It's something the book can't tell 
you. An experienced fireman learns to 
size up tlie situation before going in," 
Winter added. 


Winter said in Buffalo Grove and many 


suburban communities, firemen do not 


get enough experience in fighting large 
fires. "It's good for the people that they 
don't have a lot of big fires but, it's bad 
for the men because they don't get the 
experience they should," Winter said. 


Both chiefs said no distinction is made 


between volunteers and full-timers at the 
scene of a fire. "They arc all trained 
equally and they share equal responsi- 
bilities," Kocppen explained. 


ALTHOUGH ALL of Buffalo Grove's 


firemen receive equal training, Winter 
thinks full-timers have a decided advan- 
tage because they have had more experi- 
ence fighting fires. "We do this full-time

while volunteers have another job in ad- 
dition to this," he said. 


The three firemen killed in Palatine 


were volunteers. 


No Buffalo Grove or Wheeling firemen 


have ever been killed in the line of duty. 


Both chiefs said their men are aware 


of the hazards of the job. "They know 
what can happen. This is considered the 
most hazardous job in the nation," said 
Koeppen. 


Both men stressed that because of the 


hazards facing firemen, fire officials are 
always seeking better and more modern 
means to protect their men.

Flames police arrested three men 


Friday In.connection with a burglary at 
tho NTN Ball Bearing Co., 31 E. Oakton 
St., where some $15,000 worth of office 
and business machinery was stolen early 
Thursday.

The burglars also allegedly made off 


with about J150 worth of cigarettes from 
a ransacked vending machine. 


Dct. Al Frcltag sold the building had 


also been vandalized, adding some vases 
had been broken and some other office 
equipment had been overturned and dis- 
turbed. 


Lt. Leo Alfano estimated the burglars 


had to be Inside the building at least an 
hour to carry tho cumbersome machin- 
ery to the car.

They ore the men around us. They arc 


the barbers, teachers and businessmen. 
And the real remuneration for a job well 
done is a pat on the back or a handshake 
from a neighbor, they ore tho volunteer 
firemen. 


But as the suburbs grow, their ranks 


arc dwindling. Suburban municipalities 
simply have outgrown the volunteer sys- 
tem and are In the midst of converting to 
professional firefighters. 


Palatine and Buffalo Grove are the 


lone municipalities In this area still rel- 
ying almost solely on volunteers. 


Other area flro departments, except 


Arlington Heights where tho volunteer 
system has been completely dropped, use 
volunteers as backup men for large fires, 
substltues for vacationing full time fire- 
men or as night-duty firemen to man the 
stations in the early morning hours. 


PALATINE DEPENDS on a depart- 


mcnt of 27 volunteers and three fulltime 
men to cover an area of 42,000 residents. 


Buffalo Grove has three full-time fire- 


men and a volunteer force of 50 men cov- 
ering an area of 15,000 residents. 


Steps have been taken recently in the 


direction of establishing a professional 
department but these have been slow as 
Palatine officials have resisted abandon- 
Ing the 96-year-old tradition of placing 
the burden of fire protection on a group 
of volunteers. 


Common sentiment is that the village 


has been extremely lucky In being able 
to maintain on effective and reliable vol- 
unteer department. And why abandon 
something that Is a good deal for the en- 
tire area? 


IT WAS RECENTLY estimated that by 


maintaining a volunteer fire department 
taxpayers save more than $225,000 an- 


nually. The volunteers receive $7 for ev- 
ery call they answer and the annual' 
budget for volunteer salaries is approxi- 
mately $22,000 compared to a minimum 
cost of $250,000 for a fulltime paid fire 
department. 


The 1973-74 proposed Palatine Village 


budget calls for the hiring of three addi- 
tional fulltime firemen. The additional 
firemen were cut from the budget by Vil- 
lage Mgr. Berton G. Braun but last week 
they were reinstated by the Palatine 
Village Board of Trustees at a projected 
cost of $32,000. 


In making his presentation to the 


board, Palatine Fire Chief Orville Helms 
said, "I should have asked for 10 men to 
keep up with the request of the Insurance 
company." 


The request was limited to three fire- 


man in hopes the village could maintain 
its current fire rating Issued by the llli-

nois Rating and Inspection Bureau. 


THE BUREAU.is expected to reeva- 


luate Palatine's fire rating within the 
year. At present Palatine has a Class 6 
rating. The ratings are on a 1 to 10 scale 
with a low number indicating better pro- 
tection. 


Helms had told the board an allocation 


of $32,000 for new firefighters would ac- 
tually save residents money. He said if 
the insurance rating drops, homeowners 
would pay an estimated $10 to $15 more 
in annual Insurance premiums. 


Village code colls for all new business- 


es to have sprinkling systems but most 
of the downtown Palatine businesses 
don't because they were built before the 
code was adopted. 


A village trustee at the site of Friday's 


fire at the Ben Franklin Store in down- 
town Palatine said the village doesn't 
pressure businesses to comply with the 
sprinkling code because it would cost a 
lot of money. 


He added when something like this

Downtown Palatine experienced Its 


fifth serious fire in as many years Fri- 
day. But this fire at the Ben Franklin 
Store became the most tragic In Palatine 
history, when three firemen died in the 
blaze.

stores were destroyed or damaged in a 
fire startLig In Nelson's Hallmark Card 
Shop, Brockway Street and Palatine 
Road. That store was totally destroyed, 
and the neighboring ' business, George 


Lill's Barber Shop, was a 75 per cent 
loss. Your Hang-Up Boutique and Jim 
Thompson's State Farm Insurance Agen- 
cy suffered smoke damage. 


A FIREWALL prevented the fire from 


spreading to Hanscn Hardware. The 
hardware store had been totally de- 
stroyed in a fire in 1968 and had been 
rebuilt once by owner Gunnar Hanscn. 


The One Hoss Shay restaurant at 45 W. 


Slade St. burned down on July 31, 1970. 
That site is now the Brown Derby Res- 
taurant. 


Then four months later, a Palatine 


landmark at 26 N. Brockway St. was lost 
in a $65,000 blaze. Formerly Schoppe's 
General Store, tho building was occupied 


The new look: Teacher talks hit snag on meetings 
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Disagreement over whether 1973-74 


teacher contract 
talks in Prospect

In a ground rules meeting Thursday 


night, teacher negotiators stressed that a 
provision for open meetings is part of the 
1972-73 teacher contract. Ken Bates, ne- 
gotiator for the Prospect Heights Educa- 
tion Associates (PHEA), said that since 
the contract docs not expire until July 31, 
the provision Is also In effect until then. 


Dirt. 23 had open negotiations for the 


first time last year. A contract agree- 
ment was reached after 13 open bargain- 
Ing meetings and a closed mediation ses- 
sion. The board feels closed sessions 
would shorten, negotiations. 


"WE HAVE TO stand by the contract 


as signed by both parties last year. It 
does extend until August and Is automati- 
cally renewed unless somebody decides 
to change It," Ertes told the board team. 


"This Item could be part of the procedur- 
al package negotiated this year and thus 
take effect next year. If it were just a 
ground rule, it would not have been 
placed in the contract itself. Then we 
won't see you until August and then we'll 
cancel the contract," said Henry Vallely, 
board spokesman. 


Vallely said the board Is "positive" 


that private mectins will speed up bar- 
gaining this year. "There are things you 
just can't say in a public meeting that 
con break the thing through. Okay, you 
say you can say it, but you don't say it," 
he said. 


"We hope this process (negotiations) is 


not held up because of the pig-head- 
edness of the board of education," Bates 
said. "This Is really a small Item. If it 
had been a ground rule, we probably

AT ONE POINT, Bates asked the 


board team If they would agree to begin- 
ning negotiations in open session and, "if 
after a reasonable time, agree to dose 


them if necessary." Vallely said no to 
the proposal. 
^ After an hour and a half of discussion 
and several caucuses by the teachers, 
the two sides agreed to meet March 15 
just to exchange contract packages.. The 
two sides said they would try to have 
both procedural and money packages 
ready at that time. They agreed the pro- 
posals would be available to the press. 


The two sides will then meet at 7:30 


p.m. March 22 to. discuss the packages. 
Vallely said the first item of discussion 
will be whether to close or open the 
meetings.

Others may have been started by 
lightning, and still others arc tho sus- 
pected targe tsof arsonists. 


NOT ALL THE buildings were fires 


waiting to happen. Some of the older 
structures in downtown Palatine are ad- 
mittedly more unsafe with their basic 
wood construction. But others, particu- 
larly those that have been rebuilt follow- 
ing their own fiery losses, meet new vil- 
lage fire codes for smoke or heat detec- 
tors. More effective devices include in- 
door sprinkler systems with heat sen- 
sors. 


The tragedy Friday was only the sec- 


ond in three decades resulting in the ' 
death of Palatine firemen In the line of 
duty. In 1W6 two men answering a false 
alarm were struck by a Chicago and 
North Western Ry. train as they drove 
across the tracks. 


Only six weeks earlier, Chicago and 


North Western officials had agreed with 
the village officials to install crossing 
gates at the Brockway Street crossing. 
Bui they hadn't been installed on Oct. 1, 
1946,

Friday In connection with a burglary at 
the NTN Ball Bearing Co., 31 E. Oakton 
St. where some $15,000 worth of office 
and business machinery was stolen early 
Thursday. 


Arrested at their apartment with the 


stolen machinery were Daniel Teague 
and Curt Tortorella, 4154 Kllbourn Ave., 
Chicago. Teoguo was charged with bur- 
glary while Tortorella was charged with 
possession of stolen property. 


Also arrested and charged with bur- 


glary was Fred Williams, 4410 Irving 
Park Rd., Chicago. 


All three men are 20 years old and 


were previously employed at NTN. 


Police sold the arrests stemmed from 


fingerprints taken from inside the build- 
Ing, as well as a check of the trio's em- 
ployment applications and tips from 
anonymous sources as to the machin- 
ery's whcrabouls. 


ACCORDING TO police, the three al- 


legedly broke Into the building through a 
trap door on the roof, loaded at least 20 
machines, Including electric typewriters, 
adding machines and calculators into a 
car on the company loading dock, raised 
the door and sped away as the burglar 
alarm went off.

Nightmare at 5:45 a.m. 


Wilson, Ahlgrim, Freeman never hesitated 


in then* efforts to save the Ben Franklin

John Wilson, Warren Ahlgrim 


and Richard Freeman died like 
soldiers in battle. All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they were 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the nibble of the basement of 
the basement of the Ben Frank- 
the Ben Franklin store In down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


Tho fire began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a.m. A customer who 
entered Joseph Seldel's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke in 
the morning darkness. Seldl im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Department, and within a 
few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrim and 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, owner of the Ben 


Franklin Variety Store, 36 N. 
Brockway, "said he thought he 
knew where the fire was," said 
Fire Chief Orville Helms. Wilson 
went into the basement furnace 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's in the fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
Ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygen units and 
face mo*ks, went down the stair- 
way of the one-story brick build- 
ing. They had more than a 20- 
minute supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrim 
and Freeman were still In the 
basement and the fire raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over 
Palatine. 


WILSON AlTMOST made It out 


of the fiery inferno. He was 
found at about 8:30 a.m. part 
way up the stairway. 


His body, wrapped in a green 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from the basement And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out Both were taken to 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that 


an three men definitely died of 
smoke inhalation and that the 
floor above the basement did not 
collapse on the firemen. Appar-

JOE 
PANNHAUSEN, 33, of

volunteer fireman, slipped on the 
icy surface while fighting the 
blaze and suffered a broken 
ankle. He was treated at the hos- 
pital and released Friday. 


The Palatine Fire Department 


was aided by units from Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows.

assistance. 


And as word spread that the 


three comrades were dead, the 
story was written not only on the 
firemen's faces, but on those of 
hundreds of spectators in the 
downtown area. 


At 9:30 a.m., most realized the 


fate of Ahlgrim and Freeman, 
who were still inside the gutted 
building. A young Palatine fire- 
man, 
his face blackened and his 


voice coarse from breathUng 
smoke, said he just learned of 
the disaster. He was almost cry- 
Ing. 


FREEMAN'S FATHER, How- 


ard, battled the fire white his son 
lay trapped. Ahlgrim's brother- 
in-law, Clifford Stelf, also was 
one of the volunteers fighting the 
fire. 


"It was like looking Inside a 


furnace," said Lt David Tobln, a 
15-year veteran of the Palatine 
Fire Department To stop-the 
blaze, firemen flooded the base- 
ment to the rafters, be said. And 


late in the morning, when the 
fire was~- contained, 
pumpers 


were used to remove water from 
the basement where Ahlgrim anil 
Freeman still were trapped. 


The two bodies were brought 


up the stabs on a stretcher and 
were taken to the hospital by am- 
bulance. Firemen also removed 
GO feet of hose the three men 
took to stop the fire in the base- 
ment 


John Wente, 25, who rode the 


fire truck with Freeman and 
manned the vehicle, said after- 
wards, "I just don't 
believe 


it... I just couldn't go to work 
after this." Another Palatine 
fireman nearby said, "Nobody 
will." 


The basement where the men 


died contained toys and other 
items Wilson could not put on the 
shelves, said Henry Babcock, re- 
tall sales manager of the Ben 
Franklin chain stores. 


HELMS ESTIMATED the dam- 


age to the store at some $200,000. • 
Much of the structure was pulled 
down late Friday and firemen 
were at the scene because rubble 
was smoldeiing. 


The Ben franklin store was lo- 


cated between Coleman's 
Pharmacy and the Left Bank, a 
boutique. They were not struc- 
turally damaged.

Wo have a terrific Inflation problem — 
the dollar has been devalued twice. Be- 
cause President Nixon has had courage 
to stand up where Congress has failed, 
he has been attacked by leaden of the 
opposition party and in editorials." 


THE FRESHMAN congressman, who 


was sworn Into office last month, sup- 
ported Nixon's impounding of funds that 
Congress has approved to finance federal 
programs. "The argument is that the 
President is thwarting the will of Con- 
gress.

Faculty, administration dispute explodes 


A dispute between the faculty and ad- 


ministration at East Maine Elementary 
Dlst. 63 heated up last week with deci- 
sions by teachers to boycott a series of 
administration-sponsored meetings and 
to join a national teachers union. 


Charging that a faculty advisory com- 


mittee and a district curriculum council, 
both set up lost fall by Supt. G. Allan 
Gogo, are rubber stamps for the admin- 
istration, the teachers boycotted an advi- 
sory committee meeting Thursday. 


According to John Ziagos, vice presi- 


dent of the teachers association, agendas 
for both committees are written by Gogo, 
so teachers on the panels have little 
chance to speak or suggest new topics 
for discussion. 


Gogo has denied ever placing an item 


on the agendas. 


Early this month teachers in the East 


Maine Education Association voted to af- 
filiate with a national teachers union. On 
Thursday they voted 229 to 85 to Join tho 
National Education Association and its 
state organization, the Illinois Education 
Association. 


There are about 390 teachers in the 


school district and more than 90 per cent 
arc members of the East Maine Educa- 
tion Association. 


THE COMMITTEE boycott and tho 


unionization of teachers are the latest de- 
velopments In an ongoing dispute be- 
tween the administration and Dist. 63 
teachers that began last fall. Gogo was 
hired In July. The teachers association 
says Gogo Is unresponsive to questions 
from the teachers and docs not include 
them in district budgeting, policy mak- 
ing, or school operations. 


Gogo announced last week that the 


teaching staff at Dlst. 63 will bo cut by 32 
teachers next fall to keep the district's 


expenses In line with declining student 
enrollments. Gogo said the district has 
lost 620 of the 7,200 students it had in 
November, 1970 and has projected a re- 
duction of 186 students during the 1973-74 
school year, causing a loss in state aid of 
$668,631. 


Ziagos said the staff cut Is too large, 


out of proportion with declining enroll- 
ments. Teachers were not consulted on 
staff cuts before the decision was made 
by the board of education, said Ziagos. 


Both junior high schools in the district 


will lose six teachers each but the enroll- 


ment in Junior high schools Is not declin- 
ing as fast as elementary school enroll- 
ments. Such severe reductions will harm 
the quality of the education program, 
said Ziagos. 


Gogo said the staff reductions have 


been planned to Increase class size from 
an average of about 22 students per 
teacher In elementary schools to 25 stu- 
dents per teacher and in the junior high 
the ratio increase will be from 16 to one 
to 19 to one. 


Ziagos said Gogo Is juggling classroom 


ratio figures and the actual student 
teacher ratio is about 30 to one.

Villagers express shock, disbelief at Friday's deaths 
Fallen firemen Vere the best': Palatine

"They were the best" 
That was the way one volunteer de- 


scribed his three fellow firemen. John 
Wilson. Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrim, who were killed Friday In the 
fire that destroyed the Ben Franklin 
store in downtown Palatine. 


And though they used different terms, 


anyone else who spoke of the dead fire- 
men Friday expressed the some opinion. 
People had an obviously difficult time 
talking about the men In words ihort of 
superlatives. 


"They were all good men who knew 


what to do." Palatine Fire Chief Orville 
Helms said. It was noticeably difficult 
for Helms to talk about the men and his 
phrases were emotionally short and di- 
rect 


"JOHN WILSON, he* been here In 


Palatine all his life. Dick Freeman, he 
was born and raised here. Auggle Ah- 
lgrim was also born and raised here and 
bad his own plumbing store here in town. 


"They were well trained. They were all 


good family men. That's all I can say," 
he murmured before turning away. 


The firemen were killed attempting to 


put out the fire that gutted the store ear- 
ly Friday. Wilson, 40. and the father of 
three children, owned the store. He had

been a volunteer fireman for 11 years 
and like Freeman and Ahlgrim, was a 
popular resident. 


"He went to the same church that I fo 


to," Jean Sleeves said. Mrs. Sleeves Is 
employed at Olscn's Muslcland, a half 
block south of Wilson's store. Mrs. 
Steeves said Wilson had a "very fine 
family." The Wilson family had owned 
the store since 1940. 


THERE WAS A hint of disbelief in the 


voice of Dr. Charles L. Schnibben, when 
he spoke of Ahlgrim, who had been a 
volunteer since 1964. Schnlbben's ortho- 
dontist office Is located next to the Pala- 
tine fire department 


"He was one of the finest men in 


town," Schnibben said of the 32-year-old 
Ahlgrim. "He was always doing some- 
thing for the village, like being a volun- 
teer fireman. They don't get paid much 
for that 


"HIS DAUGHTER is a patient of mine 


and he had done plumbing work for me. 
He was just a wonderful man," he said. 
"I'm sure if you ask anyone In town, 
they'll tell you the same thing." 


Two boys who knew Ahlgrim did. 
"We knew Mr. Ahlgrim," 12-year-olds 


Mflce Johnson and Wayne Prochaska 
said. "He was our neighbor. My folks 
have known him since we moved here," 
Mike, who lives at 360 W. Illinois, said in 
a firm tone. 


"HE WAS ALWAYS very helpful and 


never In a bad mood," added Wayne, of 
384 W. Illinois. "He always played with 
the kids in the neighborhood." The boys 
said Ahlgrim was the kind of man "who 
would say "hi" to you down the street 


"We knew him and that's why we 


come here to see the fire," Wayne said. 


THE THIRD man killed, 25-year-old 


Richard Freeman, had only been a vol- 
unteer for two years. His father, Howard 
Freeman, is a lieutenant on the volunteer 
force and the owner of Zlmmer Hard- 
ware, located a block from the Franklin 
store. 


Ironically, the Freemans were the sec- 


ond Palatine father-son firemen pair to 


be touched by death in the line of duty. 
In 1946, 24-year-old Wesley Comfort III 
was killed In a truck-train collision while 
en route to a fire call. Young Wesley's 
father was the Palatine fire chief at the 
time. 


One volunteer said Friday the elder 


Freeman was among those fighting to 
contain the blaze and save his son. 


"THEY WERE so close to the depart- 


ment, too It was convenient for them 
because Zlmmer Hardware Is only o half 
block from the fire department," he said. 


THE ONLY other volunteer injured 


Friday, Joe Pannhausen, who suffered a 
broken ankle in a fall while fighting the 
fire, said he had known the three "oil my 
life." Of his own Injury Pannhausen said, 
"I feel very fortunate." 


While some may argue the deaths 


might have been avoided had the village 
had a full time, professional fire fighting 
force, both Palatine Mayor Jack Noodle 
and Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said 
the deaths were not due to the fact that 
they were volunteers. 


"They were well-trained men," Braun 


said. 


"The firemen run the risk all the 


time," Moodle said. "A combination of 
circumstances is what did them in." 
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Palatine blaze latest in series of death-dealing fires

Palatine firemen Friday was another In 
a long ll.it of major fires that have re- 
sulted In dcathi In the Northwest suburbs 
In recent years. 


Though the blaze was the first of Its 


kind In recent memory that caused the 
deaths of firefighters, It was one of sev- 
eral fires that left fatalities In Its wake. 


At least 29 persons have been killed In 


(Ires In apartment complexes, homes and 
trailer parks In the past four ycass. 


THE I-MIGKST single fire disaster oc- 


curred In Arlington Heights Christmas 
Eve of 1971 when seven members of the 
same family were killed after the Christ- 
mas tree In their home caught fire. 


The Robert M. Schaag family, "W Lyn- 


den Ln. were victims of carbon monoxide 
poisoning and smoke Inhalation while 
asleep In their home. 


Killed were Mr. and Mrs. Schaag, their 


three children and Mrs. Schaag's par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Leo Stubcr of St. Jo- 
seph, Mich. 


The most recent fire deaths occurred 


In Wheeling Just two weeks before the 
Palatine fire. Killed were Mr. and Mrs. 
Michael Dcvltt. 703 S. Merle Ln. 


hl.NCE DtXKMUEIt, 1969, 20 Other 


persons have been killed in fires, In- 
cluding several In blazes that took the 
lives of young children. 


In Elk Grove Village and Elk Grove 


Township, seven persons died In four 
separate fires, Including three children 
from one family and two children from 
another. 


In Wheeling, two other fires caused the 


deaths of two persons, Including a Forest 
River volunteer fireman who died of a 
heart attack while at the scene. 


Fires In Rolling Meadows killed one 


person but a scries of spectacular blazes 
left hundreds of families homeless. Mil- 
lion-dollar fires occurred in 1969 and 
1970. 


IN ARLINGTON Heights, five persons 


besides the seven killed in the Schaag- 
homc fire died In three separate fires In 
the past three years. 


Additionally, 33 horses were killed and 


more than $500,000 in damages were 
caused by a fire in the backstrctch area 
at Arlington Park Race Track in June,

Friday morning that told of the fire at 
lien Franklin's In Palatine. But another 
handful of men responded to a signal 
that morning, too. 


They didn't hear the alarm at the sta- 


tion or their home, nor were they obliged 
to tako any action. Friday was their day 
off 


"When you hear about something like 


that you just have to go to see If you can 
help somehow. Something draws you to 
It." said Wheeling Fire Chief Dcrnlc 
Kocppen, who arrived at the fire when it 
was nearly out. 


Kocppen brought two other Wheeling 


firefighters with him. About a'half dozen 
off-duty firemen showed up from as far 
away as Morton Grove to help the 30 
Palatine, nine Arlington Heights and six 
Rolling Meadows firemen do their job. 


BUFFALO GROVE and Mount Pros- 


pect firemen also helped by offering mu- 
tual aid to Arlington Heights. The two 
suburbs sent a truck to Arlington Heights 
to protect the village of 70,000 in case a 
fire broke out while Arlington fire- 
fighters were In Palatine. 


Like the firefighters who offered mu- 


tual aid, the off-duty men'provided a 
stand-by force. 


"We really didn't do anything," Kocp- 


pen said of the Wheeling firemen, "But 
we were available, just In case." 


Ralph Perrlcone helped pull some of 


the debris out of the way so the bodies of 
the three dead firemen could be re- 
moved. 


"It's a shame that three brother fire- 


men had to die in a nickel fire like that," 
said Perrlcone of Wheeling. Nickel fires, 
ho said, were smalt as compared to big- 
time fires like the one at McCormlck 
place. 


PERRICONE SAYS ho attends six to 


eight fires o year that ore above and be- 
yond the call of duty. He says besides 
offering his professional know how to his 
brothers he can also gain some valuable 


c.xDcricncc. 


One area firefighter who refused to be 


named almost got too much experience 
Friday. He was temporarily trapped 
while trying to rescue the three men that 
perished. 


Late Friday afternoon, the off-duty 


fireman, one of the first at the scene, 
hod just dried off from his second show- 
er. 


"I don't know why I went, a sense of 


duty, I guess," he said. "I always carry 
a helmet, coat and boots In my car in 
case I can help out somewhere." 


The volunteer said fircfighting was in 


his blood — four members of his families 
took up his profession. And every time 
he hears about a fire while off duty he 
makes an effort to help. 


"Maybe I could save a life," he said.

day. The board had agreed Feb. 8 to con- 
duct the referendum. 


At Thursday's meeting, Holland Scha- 


panskl, architect for the park district, 
presented plans for an Indoor rink cost- 
Ing approximately $685,000. The total

Some of the park staff members sug- 


gested that the referendum should only 
have one Issue, combining tho ice rink 
bond and park development under a 
single vote. After some discussion, the 
board decided to stay with Its original 
motion of o two-Issue referendum. 


To gain support for the referendum, 


tho park district will send a newsletter 
explaining the proposed uses for tho 
money to all residents. After the news- 


letter has.been received, residents will 
be contacted by phone. 


THE TWO referenda that failed were 


in March and April, 1971. Last summer 
the park district organized a citizens' 
committee to determine the community's 
attitude toward future park Improve- 
ments. 


The committee talked to a random 


sampling of several hundred park dis- 
trict residents. According to the survey 
results, residents want on Indoor Ice rink 
as their first priority for a new park fa- 
cility and are willing to pay higher taxes 
to get It. 


Late last year, the committee recom- 


mended, based on the survey, that the 
park district attempt another referen- 
dum for an Ice rink and other park im- 
provements.

Wilson, Ahlgrim, Freeman never hesitated 


in their efforts to save the Ben Franklin

John Wilson, Warren Ahlgrim 


and Richard Freeman died like 
soldiers in battle. All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they were 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the rubble of the basement of 
the Ben Franklin store In down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


The fire began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a m. A customer who 
entered Joseph Seldel's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke in 
the morning darkness. Sclclel Im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Department, and within a 
•few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrim and 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, owner of the 
Ben 


Franklin Variety Store, 36 N. 
Brockway, "said he thought he 
knew where the fire was," said 
Fire Chief Orville Helms. Wilson 
went Into the basement furnace 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's in the fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygen units and 
face masks, went down the stair- 
way of the one-story brick build- 
Ing. 
They had more than a 20- 


minute supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrim 
and Freeman were still in the 
basement and the fire raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over 
Palatine. 


WILSON ALMOST made It out 


of the fiery Inferno. He was 
found at about 8:30 a.m. part 
way np the stairway. 


His body, wrapped In a green 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from the basement And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out Both were taken to 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that 


all three men definitely died of 
smoke inhalation and that the 
floor above the basement did not 
collapse on the Bremen. Appar-

was depleted and they suffo- 
cated, he sold. 


JOE 
PANNHAUSEN, 33, of 


435 S. Benton, also a Palatine 
volunteer fireman, slipped on the 
icy surface while fighting the 
blaze and suffered a broken 
ankle. He was treated at the hos- 
pital and released Friday. 


The Palatine Fire Department 


was aided by units from Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows. 
O t h e r firemen from 


throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs came to the scene to give 
assistance. 


And as word spread that the 


three comrades were dead, the 
story was written not only on the 
firemen's faces, but on those of 
hundreds of spectators in the 
downtown area. 


At 9:30 a.m., most realized the 


fate of Ahlgrim and Freeman, 
who were still inside the gutted 
building. A young Palatine fire- 
man, his face blackened and his 
voice coarse from breathling 
smoke, said he just learned of 
the disaster. He was almost cry- 
tag. 


FREEMAN'S FATHER, How- 


ard, battled the fire while his son 
lay trapped. Ahlgrlm's brother- 
in-law, Clifford Stelf, also was 
one of the volunteers fighting the 
fire. 


"It was like looking inside a 


furnace," said Lt David Tobln, a 
15-year veteran of the* Palatine 
Fire Department To stop the 
blaze, firemen flooded the base- 
ment to the rafters, be said. And 


late in the morning, when the 
fire was contained, 
pumpers 


were used to remove water from 
the basement where Ahlgrim and 
Freeman still were trapped. 


The two bodies were brought 


up the stairs on a stretcher and 
were taken to the hospital by am- 
bulance. Firemen also removed 
60 feet of hose the three men 
took to stop the fire in the base- 
ment. 


John Wente, 25, who rode the 


fire truck with Freeman and 
manned the vehicle, said after- 
wards, "I just don't believe 
it... I just couldn't go to work 
after this." Another Palatine 
fireman nearby said, "Nobody 
will." 


The basement where the men 


died contained toys and other 
items Wilson could not put on the 
shelves, said Henry "Babcock, re- 
tail sales manager of the Ben 
Franklin chain stores. 


HELMS ESTIMATED the dam- 


age to the store at some $200,000. 
Much of the structure was pulled 
down late Friday and firemen 
were at the scene because rubble 
was smoldering. 


The Ben Franklin store was lo- 


cated between Coleman's 
Pharmacy and the Left Bank, a 
boutique. They were not struc- 
turally damaged.

ery call they answer and the annual 
budget (or volunteer salaries is approxi- 
mately $22,000 compared to a minimum 
cost of $250,000 for a fulltime paid fire 
department. 


The 1973-74 proposed Palatine Village 


budget calls for the hiring of three addi- 
tional fulltime firemen. The additional 
firemen were cut from the budget by Vil- 
lage Mgr. Berton G. Braun but last week 
they were reinstated by the Palatine 
Village Board of Trustees at a projected 
cost of $32,000. 


In making his presentation to the 


board, Palatine Fire Chief Orville Helms 
said, "I should have asked for 10 men to 
keep up with the request of the insurance 
company." 


The request was limited to three fire- 


man in hopes the village could maintain 
its current fire rating issued by the Illi- 
nois Rating and Inspection Bureau. 


THE BUREAU is expected to reeva- 


luate Palatine's fire rating within the 
year. At present Palatine has a Class 6 
rating. The ratings are on a 1 to 10 scale 
with a low number indicating better pro- 
tection. 


Helms had told the board an allocation 


of $32,000 for new firefighters would ac- 
tually save residents money. He said if 
the insurance rating drops, homeowners 
would pay an estimated $10 to $15 more 
In annual Insurance premiums. 


Village code calls for all new business- 


es to have sprinkling systems but most 
of the downtown Palatine businesses 
don't because they were built before the 
code was adopted. 


A village trustee at the site of Friday's

Palatine 
9s fifth blase in as many years the most tragic 


by JULIA BAUER 


Downtown Palatine experienced Its 


fifth serious tire in as many years Fri- 
riny. But this fire at the Ben Franklin 
Store became the most tragic In Palatine 
history, when three firemen died in the 
blaze. 


While the other (Ires caused just as 


much or mora structural damage, fire-' 
men lighting those blazes had always es- 
caped serious Injury. 


Just I1* years ago, four downtown 


stores were destroyed or damaged In a 
fire starting In Nelson's Hallmark Card 
Shop. Brockway Street and Palatine 
Road. That store was totally destroyed, 


and the neighboring business, George 
Llll's Berber Shop, was a 75 per cent 
loss. Your Hnng-Up Boutique and Jim 
Thompson's State Farm Insurance Agen- 
cy suffered smoke damage. 


A FIREWALL, prevented the fire from 


spreading to Hanson Hardware. The 
hardware store had been totally de- 
stroyed'in a fire in 19C8 and had been 
rebuilt once by owner Gunnar Hanscn. 


The One Hoss Shay restaurant at 45 W. 


Slado St. burned down on July 31, 1970. 
That site is now the Brown Derby Res- 
taurant. 


Then four months later, a Palatine 


landmark at IB N. Brockway St. was lost 
in a $65,000 btozc. Formerly Schoppe's 


General Store, the building was occupied 
by a mod boutique called 26 North when 
the fire occurred. The structure itself 
was at least 00 years old when it burned. 


The Hansen Hardware Store fire on 


April 3, 1968, caused $100,000 damage at 
the site, 105 W. Palatine Rd. Rolling 
Meadows, Arlington Heights and Pain- 
Meadows, Arlington Heights and Pala- 
tine firemen battled the flames, and the 
only Injury was hand and face burns suf- 
fered by a custodian who discovered the 
blaze. 


The ways the fires started vary with 


each situation. With some, it was blamed 
on faulty electrical wiring or a short cir- 
cuit. Others may have been started by 


lightning, and still others arc the sus- 
pected targe tsof arsonists. 


NOT ALL THE buildings were fires 


waiting to happen. Some of the older 
structures in downtown Palatine are ad- 
mittedly more unsafe with their basic 
wood construction. But others, particu- 
larly those that have been rebuilt follow- 
ing their own fiery losses, meet new vil- 
lage fire codes for smoke or heat detec- 
tors. More effective devices include In- 
door sprinkler systems with heat sen- 
sors. 


The tragedy Friday was only the sec- 


ond In three decades resulting in the 
death of Palatine firemen in the line of 


duty. In 1946 two men answering a false 
alarm were struck by a Chicago and 
North Western Ry. train as they drove 
across the tracks. 


Only six weeks earlier, Chicago and 


North Western officials had agreed with 
the village officials to Install crossing 
gates at the Brockway Street crossing. 
But they hadn't been installed on Oct. I, 
1946, when Leonard Nebel and young 
Wesley Comfort Jr. started the siren and 
left the station on a fire call. 


Both were volunteers, and by coinci- 


dence, Ncbel was manager of a grocery 
store — occupying the building now 
known as the Ben Franklin 5 and 10.

Police arrest three 
in $15,000 burglary

DCS Plalncs police arrested three men 


Friday in connection with a burglary at 
the NTN Ball Bearing Co., 31 E. Oakton 
St.. where some 115,000 worth of office 
and business machinery was stolen early 
Thursday. 


Arrested at their apartment with the 


stolen machinery were Daniel Tcague 
and Curt Tortorella, 4154 Kllbourn Ave, 
Chicago. Teague was charged with bur- 
glary while Tortorella was charged with 
possession of stolen property. 


Also arrested and charged with bur- 


glary was Fred Williams, 4419 Irving 
Park Rd, Chicago. 


All three men are 20 years old and 


were previously employed at NTN. 


Police said the arrests stemmed from 


fingerprint* taken from Inside the build- 
ing, as well 01 a check of the trio's em- 
ployment applications and tips from 
anonymous sources as to the machin- 
ery's wherabouts.

High School Dlsl. 211 students may be 


able to leave school during lunch hour 
next year, but would face strict penalties 
for truancy If proposals from the district 
administration are approved. 


The High School Dlst. 211 board Thurs- 


day looked over administration proposals 
which would allow each of the district's 
schools to develop plans for open lunch 
— allowing students to leave school dur- 
ing lunch — and would require that stu- 
dents truant more than three times be 
expelled from school. 


The board agreed they would like to 


ask parents of district students for their 
opinions on the proposed changes. How- 
ever, following the discussion, board 
Pros. Robert Creek "balked at giving 
copies of the proposals to the Herald, 
saying the board "did not discuss this 
report." 


Creek finally agreed to release the re- 


port, which, in addition to the open lunch 
and truancy proposals, suggests that a 
trial program 
allowing students to 


choose their own teachers be imple- 
mented at Schaumburg High School next 
year. 


STILL ANOTHER proposal would al- 


low juniors who have study halls first or 
last period to skip them with parents' 
permission. Seniors at the district's 
school now have this pcrogative. 


Supt. Richard Kobe said the proposals 


were drawn up by district administrators 
in an attempt to implement a board phi- 
losophy to allow more freedom to juniors 
and seniors. 


According to the report, the open lunch 


proposal would also "bring the schools 
into compliance with our attorney's opin- 
ion that parents are to determine where 
a student should eat his lunch." 


Under the open lunch proposal, the re- 


port continued, "We would need to In- 
form parents that the schools do not 
have the personnel to take roll In the 
cafeterias or to check 'passes' at our 
many exit doors." 


Kobe explained that if the open lunch 


plan Is adopted, parents could tell their 
children not to leave school during lunch 
but "we wouldn't be able to enforce their 
decision." 


STUDENTS ore required to remain in 


school during lunch hour now in all Dlst 
211 schools. Following a student walk-out 
last fall at Schaumburg High School, Al 


Franke, attorney for Dlst. 211, told the 
Herald that In his opinion the school does 
not have the right to enforce a closed 
campus policy during lunch hour If par- 
ents want to allow their children to leave 
the campus. 


The report to the board also said, "Be- 


cause of the proposed open lunch, as well 
as present attendance problems, it is 
proposed that we adopt a more stringent 
policy regarding class-cutting, truancy 
and tardiness, placing the responsibility 
on the students and parents." 


The stricter policies might mean stu-

Laivsuit looms in sewer use 


Illegal entry of storm water into sani- 


tary sewers In a small section of unin- 
corporated Palatine Township has led 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District to 
threaten a suit against a private utility 
company. 


MSD Board members voted Thursday 


to demand that the Grove Estates Utility 
Co., 434 E. Northwest Hwy., Palatine, 
immediately correct problems caused by 
poor maintenance of the sewer system 
and Improperly sealed sanitary sewer 
manholes. 


The sewer problems are In a small 


unincorporated subdivision located be- 
tween Rolling Meadows and Palatine. 
The area is bounded on the east by 
Rohlwing Road, on the west by III. Rte. 
53, on the north by Euclid Avenue and on 
the south by Frontage Road. 


Homes located on Freemont Street, 


Theda Lane, Forest Avenue, Ashland Av- 
enue and Emerson Avenue are sci ved by 
the private sanitary sewer system. 


MSD OFFICIALS said Friday that 


storm water ponds up around manholes 
in the area which are In disrepair and ' 
the stormwater then flows Into the sani- 
tary sewer system. In addition, they said' 
the sewers are Improperly maintained 
and have debris and sediment in them. 


The MSD voted that if the private com- 


pany does not correct the problem imme- 
diately the MSD attorney should seek an 
injunction against further use of the sew- 
er system and a court imposed fine of 
$100 to $1,000 per day for each day the 
sewer permit ordinance violation contin- 
ues. 


An MSD report said that although both

...three fallen firemen 
eulogized by comrades

"They were the best." 
That was the way one volunteer de- 


scribed his three fellow firemen, John 
Wilson, Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrlm, who were killed Friday In the 
fire that destroyed the Ben Franklin 
store In downtown Palatine. 


And though (hey used different terms, 


anyone else who spoke of the dead fire- 
men Friday expressed the same opinion. 
People had an obviously difficult, time 
talking about the men In words short of 
superlatives. 


"They were all good men who knew 


what to do," Palatine Fire Chief Orville 
Helms said. It was noticeably difficult 
for Helms to talk about the men and his 
phrases were emotionally short and di- 
rect 


"JOHN WILSON, he's been here In 


Palatine all his life. Dick Freeman, he 
was born and raised here. Auggie Ah- 
lgrlm was also born and raised here and 
had his own plumbing store here in town. 


"They were well trained. They were all

good family menMfiat's all I can say," 
he murmured before turning away.

Volunteer fire ranks 
dwindle as suburbs grow

They are the men around us. They are 


(he barbers, teachers and businessmen. 
And the real remuneration for a job well 
done is o pat on the back or a handshake 
from a neighbor, they are tho volunteer 
firemen. 


But as the suburbs grow, their ranks 


are dwindling. Suburban municipalities 
simply have outgrown the volunteer sys- 
tem and are in the midst of converting to 
professional firefighters. 


Palatine and Buffalo Grove are the 


lone municipalities In this area still rel- 
ying almost solely on volunteers. 


Other area fire departments, except 


Arlington Heights where the volunteer 
system has been completely dropped, use 
volunteers as backup men for large fires, 
substltues for vacationing full time fire- 
men or as night-duty firemen to man the 
stations in the early morning hours. 


PALATINE DEPENDS on a depart- 


ment of 27 volunteers and three fulltlme 
men to cover an area of 42,000 residents. 


Buffalo Grove has three full-time fire- 


men and a volunteer force of 50 men cov- 
ering an area of 15,000 residents. 


Steps have been taken recently fa the 


direction of establishing a professional 
department but these have been slow as 
Palatine officials have resisted abandon- 
fag ihe 96-year-old tradition of placing 
the burden of fire protection on a group 
of volunteers. 


Common sentiment Is that the village 


has been extremely lucky fa being able 
to maintain an effective and reliable vol- 
unteer department And why abandon 
something that is a good deal for the en- 
tire area? 
' • 


IT WAS RECENTLY estimated that by 


maintaining a volunteer fire department 
taxpayers save more than $225,000 an- 
nually. The volunteers receive 17 for ev-

Sleeves said Wilson had a "very fine 
family." The Wilson family had owned 
the store since 1940. 


THERE WAS A hint of disbelief In the 


voice of Dr. Charles L. Schnibbcn, when 
he spoke of Ahlgrim, who had been a 
volunteer since 1964. Schnlbben's ortho- 
dontist office is located next to the Pala- 
tine fire department. . 


"He was one of the finest men in 


town," Schnibben said of the 32-year-old 
Ahlgrim. "He was always doing some- 
thing for the village, like being a volun- 
teer fireman. They don't get paid much 
for that 


"HIS DAUGHTER is a patient of mine 


and he had done plumbing work for me. 
He was just a wonderful man," ho said.' 
"I'm sure If you ask anyone fa town, 
they'll tell you the same thing." 


Two boys who knew Ahlgrlm did. 
"We knew Mr. Ahlgrlm," 12-year-olds 


Mike Johnson and Wayne Prochaska 
said. "He was our neighbor. My folks 
have known him since we moved here," 
Mike, who lives at 360 W. Illinois, said In 
a firm tone. 


"HE WAS ALWAYS very helpful and 


never fa a bad mood," added Wayne, of 
384 W. Illinois. "He always played with 
the kids fa the neighborhood." The boys 
said Ahlgrlm was the kind of man "who 
would *ay-i'hl-to-you down the street - 


"We knew him and that's why we 


came here to see the fire," Wayne said. 


THE THIRD man killed, 25-year-old 


Richard Freeman, had only been a vol- 
unteer for two years. His father, Howard 
Freeman, is a lieutenant on the volunteer 
force and the owner of Zlmmer Hard- 
ware, located a block from the Franklin 
stare. 


Ironically, the Frcemans were the sec- 


ond Palatine, father-son firemen pair to 
be touched by death fa the line of duty. 
In 1946, 24-year-old Wesley Comfort III 
was killed fa a truck-train collision while 
en route to a fire call..Young Wesley's 
father was the Palatine fire chief at the 
time. 
' 


. One volunteer said Friday the elder 
Freeman was among those fighting to 
contain the blaze and save his son. 


"THEY WERE so close to the depart- 


ment, too. It was convenient for them 
because Zlmmer Hardware is only a half 
block from the fire department," he said. 


THE ONLY other volunteer Injured 


Friday, Joe Pannhausen, who suffered a 
broken ankle fa a fall while fighting the 
fire, said he had known the three "all my 
life." Of his own Injury Pannhausen said, 
"I feel very fortunate." 


While some may argue the deaths 


might have been avoided had the village 
had a full time, professional fire fighting 
force, both Palatine Mayor Jack Moodie 
and Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said 
the deaths were not due to the fact that 
they were volunteers. 


"They were well-trained men," Braun 


said. 


"The firemen run the risk all the 


time," Moodie said. "A combination of 
circumstances is what did them fa."

Wilson, Ahlgrim, Freeman never hesitated 


in their efforts to save the Ben Franklin 


by DOUG RAY 


John Wilson, Warren Ahlgrim 


and Richard Freeman died like 
soldiers In battle. All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they were' 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the nibble of the basement of 
the Ben Franklin store in down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


The fire began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a.m. A customer who 
entered Joseph Seldel's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke in 
the morning darkness. Seldel Im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Department, and within a 
few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrim and 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, owner of the Ben 


Franklin Variety Store, 36 N. 
Brockway, "said he thought he 
knew where the fire was," said 
Fire Chief Orville Helms. Wilson 
went Into the basement furnace 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's in the fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
Ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygen units and 
face masks, went down the stair- 
way of the one-story brick build- 
ing. They had more than a 20- 
mlnute supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrlm 
and Freeman were still hi the 
basement and the fire raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over 
Palatine. 


WILSON ALMOST made it out 


of the fiery inferno. He was 
found at about 8:30 a.m. part 
way up the stairway. 


His body, wrapped in a green 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was • pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from the basement And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out Both were taken to ' 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that 


all three men definitely died of 
smoke inhalation and that the 
floor above the basement did not 
'collapse on the firemen. Appar- 
ently, the men's oxygen supply

was depleted and they suffo- 
cated, he said. 


JOE PANNHAUSEN. 33, of 


435 S. Benton, also a Palatine 
volunteer fireman, slipped on the 
icy surface while fighting the 
blaze and suffered a broken 
ankle. He was treated at the hos- • 
pital and released Friday. 


The Palatine Fire Department 


was aided by units from Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Mead- 
o w s. Other firemen from 
throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs came to the scene to give 
assistance. 


And as word spread that the 


three comrades were dead, the 
story was written not only on the 
firemen's faces, but on those of 
hundreds of spectators in the 
downtown area. 


At 9:30 a.m., most realized the 


fate of Ahlgrim and Freeman, 
who were still Inside the gutted 
building. A young Palatine fire- 
man, his face blackened and his 
voice coarse from breathiing 
smoke, said he Just learned of 
the disaster. He was almost cry- 
ing. 


• FREEMAN'S FATHER. How- 
ard, battled the fire while his son 
lay trapped. Ahlgrira's brother- , 
Ih-law, .Clifford Stelf, also was 
one of the volunteers fighting the 
v 
fire. 


"It was like'looking inside a 
. 


furnace," said Lt David Tobln, a 
15-year veteran of the Palatine 
Fire Department To stop the 
blaze, firemen flooded the base- 
ment to the rafters, he said. And 


late in the morning, when the 
fire was contained, pumpers 
were used to remove water from 
the basement where Ahlgrim and 
Freeman still were trapped. 


The two bodies were brought 


up the stairs on a stretcher and 
were taken to the hospital by am- 
bulance. Firemen also removed 
60 .feet of hose the three men 
took to stop the fire fa the base- 
ment 


John Wentc, 25, who rode the 


fire truck with Freeman and 
manned the vehicle, said after- 
wards, "I just don't believe 
it ... I just couldn't go to work 
after this." Another Palatine 
fireman nearby said, "Nobody 
will." 


The basement where the men 


died contained toys and other 
items Wilson could not put on the 
shelves, said Henry Babcock, re- 


, tail sales manager of the Ben 


Franklin chain stores. 


HELMS ESTIMATED the dam- 


. age to the store at some $200,000. 


Much of the structure was pulled 
down late Friday and firemen 
were at the scene because rubble 
was smoldering. 


The Ben Franklin store was lo- 


cated between Coteman's 
Pharmacy and the Left Bank, a 
boutique. They were not struc- 
turally damaged. 


Yesterday, many flags 


throughout the area were 
dropped to half-staff in morning 
for the fallen firemen. Helms . 
said flags will remain at half- 
staff in Palatine for a week.

Palatine firemen also 


Palatine's fifth blaze in as many years the most tragic

Downtown Palatine experienced its 


fifth serious fire In as many years Fri- 
day. But this fire at the Ben Fraiikiln 
Store became the most tragic In PalUlne 
history, when three firemen died in the 
blaze. 


While the other fire: caused just as 


much or more structural damage, I'rc- 
men fighting those blazes had always es- 
caped serious Injury. 


Just Itt years ago, four downtown 


stores were destroyed or damaged in a 
fire starting in Nelson's Hallmark Card 
Shop, Brockway Street and Palatine 
Road. That store was totally destroyed, 


and the neighboring business, George 
Llll's Barber Shop, was a 75 per cent 
loss. Your Hang-Up Boutique and Jim 
Thompson's State Farm Insurance Agen- 
cy suffered smoke damage. 


A FIREWALL prevented the fire from 


spreading to Hanson Hardware. The 
hardware store had been totally de- 
stroyed in a fire in 1068 and had been 
rebuilt once by owner Gunnar Hnnsen. 


The One Hoss Shay restaurant at 45 W. 


Slade St. burned down on July 31, 1970. 
That site is now the Brown Derby Res- 
taurant. 


Then four months later, a Palatine 


landmark at 26 N. Brockway St. was lost 
In a $65,000 blaze. Formerly Schoppo's 


General Store, the building was occupied 
by a mod boutique called 26 North when 
the fire occurred. The structure Itself 
was at least 80 years old when it burned. 


The Hansen Hardware Store fire on 


April 3, 1968, caused $100,000 damage at 
the site, 105 W. Palatine Rd. Rolling 
Meadows, Arlington Heights and Pala- 
Mcadows, Arlington Heights and Pala- 
tine firemen battled the flames, and the 
only Injury was hand and face burns suf- 
fered by a custodian who discovered the 
blaze. 


The ways the fires started vary with 


each situation. With some, It was blamed 
on faulty electrical wiring or a short cir- 
cuit. Others may have been started by 


lightning, and still others arc the sus- 
pected targe tsof arsonists. 


NOT ALL THE buildings were fires 


watting, to happen. Some of the older 
structures in downtown Palatine are ad- 
mittedly more unsafe with their basic 
wood construction. But others, particu- 
larly those that have been rebuilt follow- 
ing their own fiery losses, meet new vil- 
lage fire codes for smoke or heat detec- 
tors. More effective devices include in- 
door sprinkler systems with heat sen- 
sors. 


The tragedy Friday was only the sec- 


ond in three decades resulting In the 
death of Palatine firemen in the line of 


duty. In 1946 two men answering a false 
alarm were struck by a Chicago and 
North Western Ry. train as they drove 
across the tracks. 


Only six weeks earlier, Chicago and 


North Western officials had agreed with 
the vllage officials to Install crossing 
gates at the Brockway Street crossing. 
But tb;y hadn't been installed on Oct. 1, 
1946, 
ivhcn Leonard Ncbel and young 


Wesley Comfort Jr. started the siren and 
left the station on a fire call. 


Both were volunteers, and by coinci- 


dence, Ncbcl was manager of a grocery 
store — occupjing the building now 
known as the Ben Franklin 5 and 10.

Arrested at their apartment with the 


stolen machinery were Daniel Tcague 
and Curt Tortorella, '154 KUbourn Ave., 
Chicago. Tcague was charged with bur- 
Clary while Tortorella was charged with 
possession of stolen property. 


Also arrested and charged with bur- 


glary was Fred Williams, 4419 Irving 
Park Rd., Chicago. 


All three men ore 20 yean old and 


were previously employed at NTN. 


Police said the arrests stemmed from 


fingerprints taken from Inside the build- 
ing, as well as a check of the trio's em- 
ployment applications and tips from 
anonymous sources as to the machin- 
ery's wherabouts. 


ACCORDING TO police, the three al- 


legedly broke Into the building through a 
trap door on the roof, loaded at least 20 
machines, Including electric typewriters, 
adding machines and calculators Into a 
car on the company loading dock, raised 
the door and sped away as the burglar 
alarm went off. 


The burglars also allegedly made off 


with about S1SO worth of cigarettes from 
a ransacked vending machine.

nbo been vandalized, adding some vases 
had been broken and some other office 
equipment had been overturned and dis- 
turbed. 


Lt. Lee Alfano estimated the burglars 


had to be Inside the building at least an 
hour to cony the cumbersome machin- 
ery to the car.

High School Dlst. 211 students may bo 


able to leave school during lunch hour 
next year, but would face strict penalties 
for truancy If proposals from the district 
administration arc approved. 


The High School Olst. 211 board Thurs- 


day looked over administration proposals 
which would allow each of the district's 
schools to develop plans for open lunch 
— allowing students to leave school dur- 
ing lunch — and would require that stu- 
dents truant more than three times bo 
expelled from school.

The board agreed they would like to 


ask parents of district students for their 
opinions on the proposed changes. How- 
ever, following the discussion, board 
Pres. Robert Creek balked at giving 
copies of the proposals to the Herald, 
saying the board "did not discuss this 
report."

Carol Johnson, who spoke Friday to 
th» Schaumburg Rotary. 


Prcsbyterlan-St Luke's Medical Center 
may be more than costs at other local 
hospitals, according to Carol Johnson, 
who spoke to the Schaumburg Rotary 
Club Friday. 


A survey of hospital costs conducted by 


the Timborcrest Homeowners Associ- 
ation showed that the medical center 
charged $93 a day for a semi-private 
room. Alexian Brothers Medical Center 
charges $55 and Northwest Community 
Hospital charges, $54 for the same facil- 
ities.

Mrs. Johnson la a candidate for the 


Schaumburg village board and chairman 
of the homeowners' hospital study com- 
mittee. 


SHE SAID the hospital should have 


from 60 to 80 acres for their facility rath- 
er than the 20-ncre site on Schaumburg 
Road, west of Roscllo Road. The pro- 
posed site Includes about four acres 
which are designated as Hood plain, she 
added. 


She said the cost of making the land 


bulldnbto or acquiring more land for ex- 
pansion could be reflected in increased 
costs to the patients at the facility. 


Last week Henry Buhrmann told the 


same group that the new hospital should' 
provide more economical treatment be- 
cause of Its a/filiation with (he medical 
center In Chicago. 


Mrs. Johnson said the survey seems to 


contradict that statement. 


SHE SAID the problems with possible 


flooding, traffic congestion and lack of 
space for expansion makes the site un- 
desirable. Mrs. Johnson sold that while 
she opposed the site, she endorses the 
concept of Rush building in Schaumburg. 


"YOU CANNOT argue with the best. 


Wo would only like to provide a better 
site," she said. 


Some members of the group questioned 


Mrs. Johnson's comparison of the costs 
at 
various hospitals, 
arguing 
that 


charges might be higher at Rush be- 
cause of the extensive educational and 
research programs connected with the 
medical center. 


"That may be true," she said, "but I 


doubt that the average consumer will be 
interested in the teaching programs 
when it comes time to pay their bill."

children not to leave school during lunch 
but "we wouldn't be able to enforce their 
decision." 


STUDENTS arc required to remain In 


school during lunch hour now in all Dlst. 
211 schools. Following a student walk-out 
last fall at Schaumburg High School, Al 
Franke, attorney for Dist. 211, told the 
Herald that In his opinion the school does 
not have the right to enforce a closed 
campus policy during lunch hour if par- 
ents want to allow their children to leave 
the campus. 


The report to the board also said, "Be- 


cause of the proposed open lunch, as well 
as present attendance problems, it is 
proposed that we adopt a more stringent 
policy regarding class-cutting, truancy 
and tardiness, placing the responsibility 
on the students and parents." 


The stricter policies might mean stu- 


dents would be expelled after being 
truant three times, would receive an "F" 
In a class cut four times and would be 
suspended for chronic tardiness, accord- 
ing to the report. . 


Students are now expelled for "ex- 


cessive truancy," receive suspensions or 
ill-school detentions for class cutting and 
receive detentions for tardiness. 


After seeing the proposals, board 


members agreed they wanted opinions 
on them from parents. Board member 
Glen Hargrove said, "We're talking 
about something that will affect every 
family In the district." 


IN ANOTHER ACTION, the board 


signed contracts with Untecd and Associ- 
ates architectural firm for design of the 
sixth high school and for on addition to 
the administration building. 


The sixth high school will be built in 


Palatine Township and the adminis- 
tration building addition will add 50 per 
cent more space to the present building 
on 1750 S. RoselleRd. 


Th $8.2 million for the two projects will 


come from a 1970 bond Issued authorized 
by the voters. 


The board also accepted for study a 


'proposal from Kolze to add two adminis- 
trators to the central office staff for next 
year. The two would be coordinator of 
special education, to oversee special edu- 
cation programs In the district, and as- 
sistant to the superintendent. 


The district had an assistant to the su- 


perintendent during the 1969-70 school 
year, but following the resignation of the 
person holding that position, did not refill 
It.

Wilson, Ahlgrim, Freeman never hesitated 


in their efforts to save the Ben Franldin

John Wilson, Warren Ahlgrim 


and Richard Freeman died like 
soldiers in battle. All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they were 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the rubble of the basement of 
the Ben Franklin store in down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


The fire began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a.m. A customer who 
entered Joseph Scldel's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke In 
the morning darkness. Seldel Im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Department, and within a 
few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrim and 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, owner of the 
Ben 


Franklin Variety . Store, 36 N. 
Brockway, "said he thought he 
knew where the fire was," said 
Fire Chief Orvllle Helms. Wilson 
went into the basement furnace 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's in the fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygen units and 
face masks, went down the stair- 
way of the one-story brick build- 
ing. They had more than a 20- 
mlnute supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrim 
and Freeman were still in the 
basement and the fire raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over 
Palatine. 


WILSON ALMOST made it out 


of the fiery inferno. He was 
found at about' 8:30 a.m. part 
way up the stairway. • 


His body, wrapped In a green 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from the basement And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out Both were taken to 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that 


all three men definitely died of. 
smoke Inhalation and that the • 
floor above the basement did not 
collapse.on the firemen. Appar- 
ently, the men's oxygen supply

was depleted and they suffo- 
cated, he said. 


JOE 
PANNIIAUSEN, 33, of 


435 S. Benton, also a Palatine 
volunteer fireman, slipped on the 
icy surface while fighting the 
blaze and suffered a broken 
ankle. He was treated at the hos- 
pital and released Friday. 


The Palatine Fire Department 


was aided by units from'Arling- . 
ton Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows. O t h e r firemen 
from 


throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs came to the scene to give 
assistance. 


And as word spread that the 


three comrades were dead, the 
story was written not only on the 
firemen's faces, but on those of 
hundreds of spectators in the 
downtown area. 


At 9:30 a.m., most realized the 


fate of Ahlgrim and Freeman, 
who were still inside the gutted 
building. A young Palatine fire- 
man, his face blackened and his 
voice coarse from- breathiing 
smoke, said he just learned of 
the disaster. He was almost cry- 
Ing. 


FREEMAN'S FATHER'. How-

Anlgrim's brother- 
in-law, Clifford Steif, also was 
one of the volunteers fighting the 
fire.

"It was like looking inside 'a .

blaze, firemen flooded the base- 
ment to the rafters, he said.

The two bodies were brought 


up the stairs on a stretcher and 
were taken to the hospital by am- 
bulance. Firemen also removed 
60 feet of hose the three men 
took to stop the fire In the base- 
ment 
. John Wente, 25, who rode the 
fire truck with Freeman and 
manned the vehicle, said after- 
wards, "I just don't believe 
I t . . . I just couldn't go to work 
after this." Another Palatine 
fireman nearby said, "Nobody 
will." 


The basement where the men 


died contained toys and other 
items Wilson could not put on the 
shelves, said Henry Babcock, re- 
tail sales manager of the Ben 
Franklin chain stores. 


HELMS ESTIMATED the dam- 


age to the store at some $200,000. 
'Much of the structure was pulled 
down late Friday and firemen 
were at the scene because rubble 
was smoldering,'

Tax assessment 
reforms urged 
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Villagers express shock, disbelief at Friday's deaths 
Fallen firemen 'were the best': Palatine 


by TOM GINNETTI 


"They were the best." 
That was the way one volunteer de- 


scribed his three fellow firemen, John 
Wilson, Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrlm, who were killed Friday in the 
fire that destroyed the Ben Franklin 
store In downtown Palatine. 


And though they used different terms, 


anyone else who spoke of the dead fire- 
men Friday expressed the same opinion. 
People had an obviously difficult time 
talking about the men In words short of 
superlatives. 


"They were all good men who knew 


what to do," Palatine Fire Chief Orvllle 
Helms said. It was noticeably difficult 
for Helms to talk about the men and his 
phrases were emotionally short and di- 
rect 


"JOHN WILSON, he's been-here in 


Palatine all his life. Dick Freeman, he 
was born and raised here. Auggle Ah- 
lgrlm was also born and raised here and 
had his own plumbing store here in town. 


"They were well trained. They were all 


good family men. That's all I can say," 
he murmured before turning away.

The firemen were killed attempting to 


put out the fire that gutted the store ear- 
ly Friday. Wilson, 40, and the father of 
three children, owned the store. He had 
been a volunteer fireman for H years 
and like Freeman and Ahlgrlm, was 'a 
popular resident. 


"He went to the same church that I to 


to," Jean Sleeves said. Mrs. Sleeves is 
employed at Olsen's Muslcland, a half 
block south of Wilson's store.• Mrs. 
Steeves said Wilson had a "very fine 


family." .The Wilson family had owned 
the store since 1940. 


THERE WAS A hint of disbelief in the 


voice of Dr. Charles L. Schnlbben, when 
he spoke of Ahlgrim, who had been a 
volunteer since 1964. Schnlbben's ortho- 
dontist office is located next to the Pala- 
tine fire department. 


"He was one of the finest men in 


town," Schnlbben said of the 32-year-old 
Ahlgrim. "He was always doing some- 
thing for the village, like being a volun- 


teer fireman. They don't get paid much 
for that 


"HIS DAUGHTER Is a patient of mine 


and he had done plumbing work for me. 
He was just a wonderful man," he said. 
"I'm sure if you ask anyone in town, 
they'll tell you the same thing." 


Two boys who knew Ahlgrim did. 
"We knew Mr. Ahlgrim," 12-year-olds 


Mike Johnson and Wayne Prochaska 
said. "He was our neighbor. My folks 
have known him since we moved here,"

en route to a fire coll. Young Wesley's 
father was the Palatine fire chief at the 
time. 


One volunteer said Friday the elder 


Freeman was among those fighting to 
contain the blaze and save his son. 


"THEY WERE so close to the depart- 


ment, too. It was convenient for them 
because Zimmer Hardware is only a hall 
block from the fire department," be said. 


THE ONLY other volunteer 
injured 


Friday, Joe Pannhausen, who suffered a 
broken ankle in a fall while fighting the 
fire, said he had known the three "all my 
life." Of his own injury Pannhausen said, 
"I feel very fortunate." 


While some may argue the deaths 


might have been avoided had the village 
had a full time, professional fire fighting 
force, both Palatine Mayor Jack Moodie 
and Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said 
the deaths were not due to the fact that 
they were volunteers. 


"They were well-trained men," Braun 


said. 
•"The firemen run the risk all the 
time," Moodie said. "A combination of 
circumstances is what did them in." .

Allied Mills will close 
Polo Foods by March 31

Allied Mills, Inc. will close its Polo" 


Foods plant in Schaumburg no later than 
March 31, company officials said Friday. 


While the announcement cited "contin- 


uing operating losses" as part of the rea- 
son for the close, further details were not 
made public. Company spokesmen were 
instructed by the firm's legal department 
to make no comment. 


Sclmumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher 


expressed surprise at the news, saying, 
"I didn't know that It was even immi- 
nent, much less a fact." Atcher indicated 
confidence employes at the Polo plant 
would be able to find work elsewhere In 
Schaumburg, noting the community of- 
fers 18,000 jobs in industry and com- 
merce. 


"I would hope the people employed 


there are able to find immediate alter- 
nate employment," he said. 


ALLIED OFFICIALS refused to dis- 


close the number of employes at the 
plant or the schedule for laying them off, 
but in 1970 company officials said their 
work force numbered 300. The plant near 
Algonquin Road and Hammond Drive 
was constructed In 1968 at a cost of $2 
million. It contains 40,000 square feet and 
Is located on a 17-acre site. 


When the plant was built it was owned 


by Polo Food Products Co. However, of- 
ficials in June 1972 announced Allied had 
completed purchase of the plant, mcrg- 


ing the company into Allied Mills as a 
division. It has been a subsidiary of Al- 
lied Mills since 1969. ." : 


The plant prepared diced chicken, both 


raw and cooked, for purchase by restau- 
rant chains,. hotels, hospitals, colleges 
and soup manufacturers. While company 
officials hi 1970 said they were the larg- 
est supplier of raw and cooked poultry 
meat in the United States, production 
volume was not specified. The firm did 
supply customers in the United States, 
Canada, , England, Spain and South 
America. 
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$604,005 includes money for neto facilities 
Library board triples 
budget request to village 


The Mount Prospect Village Board will 


bo asked to Include $604,005 for library 
expenditures, Including partial cost of a 
new library, In the village's 1973-74 budg- 
et. 


The budget request, nearly three times 


the sum of last year's Includes $350,000 
toward* expcnslon costs and $500,000 to- 
ward a new library site which has not 
yet been chosen. The request was ap- 
proved by library's board of trustees 
during a four-hour meeting Saturday. 


The library request also Includes 


$254,008 for one year's operational ex- 
penses for the present library, 14 E.- 
Dusse Avc. Expenses Include salaries 
and maintenance of the library building. 
The fund also provides for $50,000 for 
new books, films, records and other li- 
brary materials. 


"THE. FIGURES are just estimates 


and plans arc all very vague now," said 
librarian Mary Jo Hatchings. "But we 
would like to acquire land for a new li- 
brary this fiscal year and start breaking 
ground in 1974-75." 


Both village and library officials prefer 


not to seek library expansion referen- 
dum. Instead they hope an amount could 
be budgeted each year toward capital 
Improvements. 


The figures for expansion are based on 


cost estimates prepared by architect 
Charles Ccdarholm. Cedarholm's plans 
Include $2.15 million for library ex- 
pansion, not Including a new site. The 
expansion would provide for a $1.56 mil- 
lion building plus monies for furnishings, 
landscaping, parking lot construction and 
a contingency fund. Cedarholm warned 


board members each year the cost would 
rise $100,000 due to Increasing prices. 


IIOBERT NORDLIK. library board fi- 


nance chairman, said in computing esti- 
mates for the budget library board mem- 
bers added $100,000 to the expansion fig- 
ure to allow for one year's inflation. This 
would provide for construction to begin 
in 1974-75. 


Library officials have estimated the 


present library, on a 33,000 square foot 
site, will run out of space within two 
yers. Their projection Includes the re- 
moval of some seating area to provide 
more room for books. 


According to Illinois Library Associ- 


ation standards, a new one-story library 
building for Mount Prospect would re- 
quire a site of approximately 114,000 
square feet.

Wilson, Ahlgrim, Freeman never hesitated 


in their efforts to save the Ben Franklin

John Wilson, Warren Ahlgrim 


and Richard Freeman died like 
soldiers In battle. All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they were 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the rubble of the basement of 
the Ben Franklin store In down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


The fire began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a m. A customer who 
entered Joseph Scldel's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke in 
tho morning darkness. Seidcl Im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Department, and within a 
few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrim and 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, owner of the Ben 


Franklin Variety Store, 36 N. 
Brockway, "said he thought he 
knew where the fire was," said 
Fire Chief Orvllle Helms. Wilson 
went into the basement furnace 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's In tho fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygen units and 
face masks, went down the stair- 
way of the one-story brick build- 
ing. They had more than a 20- 
minute supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrim 
and Freeman were still Ln the 
basement and the fire raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over 
Palatine. 


WILSON ALMOST made it out 


of the fiery inferno. He was 
found at about 8:30 a.m. part 
way up the stairway. 


His body, wrapped in a green 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital In Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from the basement. And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out. Both were taken to 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that 


ail three men definitely died of 
smoke Inhalation and that the 
floor above the basement did not 
collapse on the firemen. Appar- 
ently, the men's oxygen supply

late in the morning, when the 
fire was contained, pumpers 
were used to remove water from 
the basement where Ahlgrim and 
Freeman still were trapped. 


The two bodies were brought 


up the stairs on a stretcher and 
were taken to the hospital by am- 
bulance. Firemen also removed 
GO feet of hose the three men 
took to stop the fire in the base- 
ment. 


John Wentc, 25, who rode the 


fire truck with Freeman and 
manned the vehicle, said after- 
wards, "I just don't 
believe 


it... I just couldn't go to work 
after this." Another Palatine 
fireman nearby said, "Nobody 
will." 


The basement where the men 


died contained toys and other 
items Wilson could not put on the 
shelves, said Henry Babcock, re- 
tail sales manager of the Ben 
Franklin chain stores. 


HELMS ESTIMATED the dam- 


age to the store at some $200,000. 
Much of the structure was pulled 
down late Friday and firemen 
were at the scene because rubble 
was smoldering. 


The Ben Franklin store was lo- 


c a t e d between Coleman's 
Pharmacy and the Left Bank, a 
boutique. They were not struc- 
turally damaged. 


Y e s t e r d a y , many flags 


throughout the area were 
dropped to half-staff In morning 
for the fallen firemen. Helms 
said flags will remain at half- 
staff In Palatine for a week.

building. A young Palatine fire- 
man, his face blackened and his 
voice coarse from breathling 
smoke, said he just learned of 
the disaster. He was almost cry- 
ing. 


FREEMAN'S FATHER, How- 


ard, battled the fire while his son 
lay trapped.

All Palatine 
volunteer firemen, they were 
overcome by smoke and perished 
in the nibble of the basement of 
the Ben Franklin store in down- 
town Palatine Friday. 


The fire began sometime be- 


fore 5:45 a.m. A customer who 
entered Jbseph Seidel's nearby 
pastry shop detected smoke in 
the morning darkness. Scidel im- 
mediately called the Palatine 
Fire Department, and within a 
few minutes Wilson, Ahlgrlm and ' 
Freeman, who was on overnight 
duty at the fire station, were at 
the scene. 


Wilson, owner of the 
Ben 


Franklin Variety Store, 36 N. 
Brockway, "said he thought he 
knew where the fire was," said 
Fire Chief Orvllle Helms. Wilson 
went Into the basement furnace 
area from the back entrance and 
came back up. "It's in the fur- 
nace," Helms recalls Wilson say- 
ing. 


Then all three men, equipped 


with portable oxygen units and 
face masks, went down the stair- 
way of the one-story brick build- 
ing. They had more than a 20- 
minute supply of oxygen. Half an 
hour passed. Wilson, Ahlgrlm 
and Freeman were still • hi the 
basement and the fire raged on, 
billowing clouds of smoke over 
Palatine. 


WILSON ALMOST made it out 


of the fiery Inferno. He was 
found at about 8:30 a.m. part 
way up the stairway. 


His body, wrapped in a green 


tarpaulin, was carried from the 
building. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital In Arlington 
Heights. 


At 11:15 another body was tak- 


en from the basement. And 10 
minutes later the last man was 
brought out. Both were taken to 
the hospital, but they were dead. 


Helms said this weekend that 


all three men definitely died of 
smoke inhalation and that the 
floor above the basement did not 
collapse on the firemen. Appar- 
ently, the men'ii oxygen supply 
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was depleted and they suffo- 
cated, he said. 


JOE 
PANN1IAUSEN, 33, of 


435 S. Benton, also a Palatine 
volunteer fireman, slipped on the 
icy surface while fighting the 
blaze and suffered a broken 
ankle. He was treated at the hos- 
pital and released Friday. 


The Palatine Fire Department 


was aided by units from Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows. 
Other firemen from 


throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs came to the scene to give 
assistance. 


And as word spread that the 


three comrades were dead, the 
story was written not only on the 
firemen's faces, but on those of 
hundreds of spectators in the 
downtown area. 


At 9:30 a.m., most realized the 


fate of Ahlgrim and Freeman, 
who were still Inside the gutted 
building. A young Palatine fire- 
man, his face blackened and his 
voice coarse from breathilng 
smoke, said he just learned of 
the disaster. He was almost cry- 
ing. 


FREEMAN'S FATHER. How- 


ard, battled the fire while his son 
lay trapped. Ahlgrim's brother- 
in-law, Clifford Stelf, also was 
one of the volunteers fighting the 
fire. 


"It was like looking inside a 


furnace," said Lt David Tobin, a 
15-year veteran of the Palatine 
Fire Department To stop the 
blaze, firemen flooded the base- 
ment to the rafters, he said. And 


late in the morning, when the 
fire was contained, 
pumpers 


were used to remove water from 
the basement where Ahlgrim and 
Freeman still were trapped. 


The two bodies were brought 


up the stairs on a stretcher and 
were taken to the hospital by am- 
bulance. Firemen also removed 
60 feet of hose the three men 
took to stop the fire in the base- 
ment 


John Wente, 25, who .rode the 


fire truck with Freeman and 
manned the vehicle, said after- 
wards, "I just don't behove 
It... I just couldn't go to work 
after this." Another Palatine 
fireman nearby said, "Nobody 
will." 


The basement where the men 


died contained toys and other 
items Wilson could not put on the 
shelves, said Henry Babcock, re- 
tail sales manager of the Ben 
Franklin chain stores. 


HELMS ESTIMATED the dam- 


age to the store at some $200,000. 
Much of the structure was pulled 
down late Friday and firemen 
were at the scene because rubble 
was smoldering. 


The Ben Franklin store was lo- 


cated between Coteman's 
Pharmacy and the Left Bank, a 
boutique. They were not struc- 
turally damaged. 


Y e s t e r d a y , many flags 


throughout the area were 
dropped to half-staff in morning 
for the fallen firemen. Helms 
said flags will remain at half- 
staff in Palatine for a week.

ery call they answer and the annual 
budget for volunteer salaries is approxi- 
mately $22,000 compared to a minimum 
cost of $250,000 for a fuUtime paid fire 
department 


The 1973-74 proposed Palatine Village 


budget calls for the hiring of three addi- 
tional fulltime firemen. The additional 
firemen were cut from the budget by Vil- 
lage Mgr. Berton G. Braun but last week 
they were reinstated by the Palatine 
Village Board of Trustees at a projected 
cost of $32,000. 


In making his presentation to the 


board, Palatine Fire Chief Orville Helms 
said, "I should have asked for 10 men to 
keep up with the request of the Insurance 
company." 


The request was limited to three fire- 


man In hopes the village could maintain 
its current fire rating issued by the Illi- 
nois Rating and Inspection Bureau. 


THE BUREAU is expected to recva- 


luate Palatine's fire rating within the 
year. At present Palatine has a Class 6 
rating. The ratings are on a 1 to 10 scale 
with a low number indicating better pro- 
tection. 


Helms had told the board an allocation 


of $32,000 for new firefighters would ac- 
tually save residents money. He said if 
the insurance rating drops, homeowners 
would pay an estimated $10 to $15 more 
in annual Insurance premiums. 


Village code calls for all new business- 


es to have sprinkling systems but most 
of the downtown Palatine businesses 
don't because they were built before the 
code was adopted. 


A village trustee at the site of Friday's 


fire at the Ben Franklin Store in down- 
town Palatine said the village doesn't 


pressure businesses to comply with the 
sprinkling code because it would cost a 
lot of money. 


He added when something like this 


happens citizens ask, "Why didn't they 
have a sprinkling system?"

Palatine ?s fifth blaze in as many years the most tragic

Downtown Palatine experienced Its 


fifth serious fire In as many years Fri- 
day But this fire at the Ben Franklin 
Store became the most tragic In Palatine 
history, when three firemen died In the 
blnze 


While the other fires caused just as 


much or more structural damage, fire- 
men fighting those blazes had always es- 
caped serious Injury. 


Just 14 years ngo, four downtown 


stores were destroyed or damaged In a 
(Ire starting In Nelson's Hallmark Cord 
Shop, Brockway Street and Palatine 
Road. That store was totally dcstro)cd, 


and the neighboring business, George 
Llll's Barber Shop, was o 75 per cent 
loss. Your Hang-Up Boutique and Jim 
Thompson's State Farm Insurance Agen- 
cy suffered smoke damage 


A FIREWALL prevented the fire from 


spreading to Hanscn Hardware. The 
hardware store had been totally de- 
stroyed In a flro In 1968 and had been 
rebuilt once by owner Gunnar Hanscn. 


The One Hoss Shay restaurant at 45 W. 


Sladc St. burned down on July 31, 1970. 
That site is now the Brown Derby Res- 
taurant. 


Then four months later, a Palatine 


landmark at 26 N. Brockway St. was lost 
in a $65,000 blaze. Formerly Schoppe's 


General Store, the building was occupied 
by a mod boutique called 26 North when 
the fire occurred. The structure itself 
was at least 80 years old when it burned. 


The Hanscn Hardware Store fire on 


April 1, 1968, caused $100,000 damage at 
the site, 105 W. Palatine Rd. Hulling 
Meadows, Arlington Heights nnd Pain- 
Meadows, Arlington Heights und Pala- 
tine firemen battled the flames, and the 
only Injury was hand and face burns suf- 
fered by a custodian who discovered the 
blaze. 


The ways the fires started vary with 


each situation. With some, it was blamed 
on faulty electrical wiring or a short cir- 
cuit. Others may have been started by 


lightning, and still others are the sus- 
pected targe tsof arsonists. 


NOT ALL THE buildings were fires 


wailing to happen. Some of the older 
structures in downtown Palatine are ad- 
mittedly more unsafe with their basic 
wood construction. But others, particu- 
larly those that have been rebuilt follow- 
ing their own fiery losses, meet new vil- 
lage fire codes for smoke or heat detec- 
tors. More effective devices include in- 
door sprinkler systems with heat sen- 
sors. 


The tragedy Friday was only the sec- 


ond in three decades resulting in the 
death of Palatine firemen In the line of 


duty. In 1946 two men answering a false 
alarm were struck by a Chicago and 
North Western Ry. train as they drove 
across the tracks. 


Only six weeks earlier, Chicago and 


North Western officials had agreed with 
the village officials to install crossing 
gates at the Brockway Street crossing. 
But they hadn't been Installed on Oct. 1, 
1946, when Leonard Nebel and young 
Wesley Comfort Jr. started the siren and 
left the station on a fire call. 


Both were volunteers, and by coinci- 


dence, Ncbel was manager of a grocery 
store — occupying the building now 
known as the Ben Franklin 5 and 10.

Caucus platform for April has fourteen major planks 


seeking opinions 


Got a great Idea for a new school pro- 


gram* 


Is there something you've always been 


meaning to tell a school district adminis- 
trator about how the district could run 
smoother? 


Now Is the time to cpcak out. 
As Arlington Heights School Dist. 25, 


along with school districts across tho 
state, strives to meet a new state direc- 
tive for planning. Increased community 
Involvement Is being sought. 


"We have had very good community 


Involvement In the past," said Donald 
Monroe, director of administration and 
planning. "I think we know pretty much 
what the community thinks of the school 
system " 


Jl'ST IN CASE someone who has 


<iomcthlng to say hasn't been retched, 
however, each school building Is partici- 
pating In some community outreach pro- 
cram. Some schools are involving the 
PTA members In discussions and other 
schools are tending out questionnaires. 


"Basically, the question we are asking 


Is what would you like to sec gclng on at 
your neighborhood school that's not go- 
ing on now," said Monroe. 


Within the next few necks a steering 


committee will be formed to study stu- 
dent goals, the development of school 
system goals and other area?. The com- 
mittee will Include four teachers, four 
administrators, four community mem- 
bers and a school board member. 


"We wilt probably name steering com- 


mittee members next week," said H. 
Robert Powell, board president. "I don't 
think we're going to have any problem 
meeting the stale goals because of our 
fine relations with the community. 


WHILE .MANY school districts are pro- 


testing the state move for a program 
plan. Monroe takes the attitude that the 
plan will probably fit Into what the dis- 
trict has been doing right along. 


"All I hope Is that this doesn't mean 


we have to slow down or step up the 
natural progression of the system we 
have been developing over the past three 


years," said Monroe. "So far It looks like 
we have enough latitude " 


"We don't have to reinvent the wheel, 


we just have to make sura It is still 
round," said Supt. Donald V. Strong 
about the state plan system. 


DURING THE PAST three years, Dlst. 


25 has been developing a planning, pro- 
g r a m I n g budgeting system (PPBS) 
which makes It possible to break down 
the annual budget by program. 


Each school does a grade by grade or 


subject by subject analysis of their pro- 
grams yearly, along with cost of the pro- 
gram and estimated cost for the next 
year. 


"Each school receives a monthly com- 


puter printout of how much money has 
been spent by program and how much 
money Is left," said Monroe. "The PPBS 
method has helped us see exactly where 
the educational dollars are going and has 
helped us to spend them more wisely." 


"We hope the state planning directive 


lets us keep up with our development of 
this program." said Monroe. 


OFFICIALS FROM Slate School Supt. 


Michael Bakalls' office recently told 
school officials that the required plans 
"do not impose any educational program 
on school districts of the state, but at the 
same time they require careful and sys- 
tematic planning." 


Some educators in area school districts 


have said they fear this may be the first 
step In forming a rigid and yielding 
state controlled system of education. 
Decatur Public Schools have officially 
opposed Implementing the new stan- 
dards. "We, too, are worried about the 
long range Implications of the state di- 
rective." said Powell. \ 


Besides student goals and district 


goals, the new standards also call for a 
study of the present level of perform- 
ance, setting of priorities and the setting 
of performance goals. 


"We're already planning along these 


lines," said Monroe, "All we have to do 
is get It into the form that the state 
wants." 


The Arlington Heights Caucus Party 


has 14 planks In Its platform for the April 
3 election ranging from limiting apart- 
ment zoning to Improving transportation. 


Caucus candidates for the election are 


John J. Walsh for village presents, in-

the village comprehensive master plan 
to provide realistic guidelines for future 
development while insuring the pre- 
servation of existing values." 


APARTMENT COMPLEXES of the fu- 


ture must blend with exciting single fam- 
ily homes, says the caucus. 


While the caucus agrees that popu- 


lation growth will cause additional traffic 
congestion which will require street im- 
provements, It plans to prevent such Im- 
provements from damaging residential 
neighborhoods. "Public 
transportation 


should be considered as a source of relief 
to traffic congestion," the plan says. 


"H is our aim to support and cooperate 


with the businesses located downtown in 
continuing to improve the central busi- 
ness district," according to another 
plank.
